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Did new phantom slay nude violinist? 


NEW YORK (AP) — A woman 
violinist who loft the Metropolitan 
Opera House orchestra pit at intermis¬ 
sion the night before to meet ballet star 
Valery Panov backstage was found 
dead Thursday, nude and shackled in 
an opera house ventilating shaft. 

Police indicated the British Colum 
bia-born violinist, Helen Haines Min- 
tiks, 30, might have been the victim of a 
modern-day Phantom of the Opera, 
someone who knew intimately the 
maze of rooms, stairways and corri¬ 
dors at the opera house in the Lin¬ 
coln Centre for the Performing Arts, 
Mrs. Mintiks, who police say never 


saw Panov, was reported missing dur¬ 
ing Wednesday night’s performance of 
the Berlin Ballet. Fears for her safety 
heightened when her husband, Janis, 
appeared at the end of the perfor¬ 
mance and could not find her. 

It took police nearly 12 hours to find 
the body, on a beam in a ventilating 
shaft between the third and fourth 
floors of the opera house. 

Deputy Chief Insp. Richard Nicas- 
tro said Mrs. Mintiks was apparently 
thrown into the shaft from above. He 
noted that Panov's dressing room was 
on the stage level and said there was no 


known reason why she should have 
been on a higher floor. 

Nicastro said it was his belief that 
her death was the result of "a chance 
encounter.” 

Mrs. Mintiks, a member of a free¬ 
lance American orchestra performing 
with the Berlin troupe 1 , had played 
during the first ballet on the program 
but was not scheduled to perform 
again until the third ballet. 

The inspector said that at the first 
intermission, about 8:50 p.m., the vio¬ 
linist went to the women’s locker room 
and chatted with another musician. 


She was last seen alive around 9:30 
p.m., he said, when she left the locker 
room saying she had an appointment 
for ‘‘an artistic discussion” with 
Panov. She was never seen in or 
near Panov’s dressing room. 

Asked whether Panov might be a 
suspect in the slaying, Nicastro re¬ 
plied, “Of course not." 

Later, Panov's wife, Galina Pano¬ 
va, told reporters there was no ap¬ 
pointment with the violinist, but she 
had heard that Mrs. Mintiks wanted to 
meet them. 

Nicastro said when Mrs. Mintiks’ 
body was found, she was lying on her 


back on the beam, bound and complete¬ 
ly “disrobed." 

He said there were no apparent 
wounds. 

Born Helen Hagnes in Aldergrove, 
B.C., she gave her first recital at 13 in 
Vancouver, after winning several 
awards as a music student. 

In 1971, she played with the CBC 
orchestra, won a scholarship to West¬ 
ern Washington State College and ac¬ 
ceptance by the Juilliard School of 
Music in New York. 

She also represented Canada in the 
Jeunesses Musicales world orchestra 
in Montreal and Copenhagen.

Olympics head into red 


MOSCOW (AP) — The 
Moscow Olympic Games 
were expected to be a 
source of much-needed 
hard currency for the So¬ 
viet Union, but the boycott 
and slow ticket sales over¬ 
all could turn them into a 
financial failure. 

Western attendance at 
the troubled Games is down 
to as little as a quarter 
of projected figures, and 
East Bloc attendence has 
dropped as well, prelimin¬ 
ary figures here show. 

The steep drop from the 
projected 300,000 foreign 
tourists expected during 
the three weeks of the 
Olympics could mean a loss 


of as much as $200 million 
in hard currency for the 
Soviet Union, according to 
one western estimate. 

While the U.S.-led boy¬ 
cott over the Soviet inter¬ 
vention in Afghanistan is 
generally cited as the rea¬ 
son for the lower-than-cx- 
pectcd attendance, ticket 
sales appeared to be slower 
than expected even before 
the boycott was initiated. 

Because some national 
figures are in question or 
are only estimates, over all 
numbers of Olympic visi¬ 
tors are still approximate. 
Soviet tourist authorities 
claim they don’t know 
themselves yet how many 


tourists afe coming to the 
Olympics. 

But from checks with 20 
western embassies and na¬ 
tional travel bureaus, it ap¬ 
pears thatonly about 30, (KWl 
tourists will be in Moscow 
during the Games from na¬ 
tions which had been allot¬ 
ted tickets for close to 130,- 
000 . 

Before the boycott was 
launched by U.S. President 
Carter, about 18,500 Ameri¬ 
cans were expected to visit 
the Soviet Union during the 
Games. Now that figure is 
down to about 3,000. Ameri¬ 
cans who decided to go to 
Moscow despite the lack of 
a U.S. team have generally 


said they either wanted to 
sec the Games anyway or 
that they had paid for the

OTTAWA — Prime Minister Trudeau and Al¬ 
berta Premier Peter Lougheed this morning enter 
their second tense day of oil price haggling, after a 
six-hour huddle Thursday produced no tangible 
results. 

The fact the two leaders are still talking provides 
some hope that an agreement is possible. Their original 
plan was to meet for one day only. 

But among politicians in Ottawa, the chief topic 
of conversation Thursday was the possibility of an 
emergency House of Commons session next month, 
should no agreement be reached today. 

A rumor was spreading that Trudeau might decide 
to recall MPs Aug. 15 or thereabouts to vote on legislation 
allowing the federal government to set a new national oil 
price unilaterally. 

Lougheed and Trudeau spent Thursday morning at 
the prime minister’s Harrington Lake summer resi¬ 
dence, broke for lunch with their respective officials, 
then bargained till late in the afternoon at 24 Sussex. 

All negotiating was behind closed doors. Report¬ 
ers who hoped to get some hint of the direction the 
talks were taking by waiting outside Trudeau’s door 
were shooed away by officials in mld-afterrtoon. 

In constrast to this atmosphere of frustrating se¬ 
crecy, the federal energy department was eagerly 
dispensing fuel-saving tips to consumers fearing the 
worst. 

Energy officials refused to talk dollars, but agreed 
that whatever the outcome of today’s tajks, oil prices 
would soon go up with a painful jolt. 

The current Canadian oil price is $14.75 a barrel. On 
international markets, oil is selling at prices ranging 
from $30 to $37. 


Rebels run 
low oh food 


LA PAZ (AP) — Miners 
and peasants opposed to 
the new right-wing military 
regime continued to occupy 
strongholds south of La Paz 
on Thursday, but travellers 
said the area was running 
out of food and basic neces¬ 
sities. 

The government said one 
soldier was shot to death in 
a clash near Huanuni, a 
mining district about 400 
kilometres south of La Paz. 

Reports from the region 
were sketchy and it was 
not clear how many people 
were resisting or how well 
they were armed. 

The miners were instru¬ 
mental in overthrowing the 
army in a 1952 revolution 
that brought widespread 
social reform. They repre¬ 
sent the only organized re¬ 
sistance to the new govern¬ 
ment, which seized power 


July 17 after overthrowing 
President Lidia Gueiler. 

Mrs. Gueiler took asylum 
at the La Paz residence of 
the papal nuncio, the pope’s 
representative to Bolivia. 
There were conflicting re¬ 
ports on her status. 

The government televis¬ 
ion network said she was 
free to come and go as she 
pleased,. but diplomatic 
sources said she had not 
been given papers to leave 
the country. 

The military seized 
power to block the antici¬ 
pated selection by Con 
gress of a left-wing former 
president as Bolivia's new 
president. 

Radio Pin XU, a station 
owned by a Roman Catho¬ 
lic order, returned to the 
air Thursday after a brief 
shutdown and announced

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Ottawa sincerity a must 


VANCOUVER (CP) - 
Ottawa must have well-de¬ 
fined proposals when con¬ 
stitutional talks resume in 
August, or September’s 
first ministers' negotia¬ 
tions might be in trouble, 
Ontario’s attorney-general 
said Thursday. 

Roy McMurtry said the 
provinces had to be shown 
that Ottawa was sincere in 
its desire to amend the con¬ 
stitution and unwilling to 
resort to unilateral action. 
He made his comments as 
federal and provincial ne¬ 
gotiators prepared Thurs¬ 
day night to dear up some 
late business before break¬ 
ing for one month after 
three weeks of difficult 
bargaining. 

Federal Justice Minister 
Jean Chretien and Saskat¬ 
chewan Attorney-General 
Roy Romanow, co-chair¬ 
men of the talks, told a 
news conference the much- 
needed break would give 
the delegations time to re¬ 
flect on what had happened 
and to go back to their 
respective cabinets for new 
direction. 

“We’ve been locked in 
with each other for three 
weeks, socially, business 
meetings and every kind of 
function going . . . What 
one needs to do is sort of 
stand back a day or two 
from now under the big, 
blue. Prairie sky and then 
decide whether or not we 
made any progress,” Ro¬ 
manow said. 

Chretien said he was sa¬ 
tisfied that some progress 
had been made, even 
though the two sides still 
appeared far apart on 
three major issues: Powers 
over the economy, re¬ 
sources and a charter of 
rights. 

Earlier, McMurtry said a 
Saskatchewan proposal on 
the contentious powers of 
the economy issue— 
heralded as a possible 
breakthrough of the talks 
—might not have enough 
teeth in it. 

McMurtry said the pro¬ 
posal was only a simple 


statement of principles and 
might lack the necessary 
mechanism to question any 
discriminatory provincial 
laws which impeded the op¬ 
eration of a Canadian eco¬ 
nomic union. 

The proposal enshrining 
the concept of a so-called 
Canadian common market 
in the constitution ap¬ 
peared to be the kind of 
compromise co-chairman 


Roy Romanow, Saskatche¬ 
wan attorney-general, had 
said was needed if the 
talks, the first phase of 
which concluded Thursday 
night, were to. .be success¬ 
ful. „ • ... 

Provincial ministers Clo¬ 
seted themselves for the

UNITED NATIONS (AP) 

— The United States told 
the UN General Assembly 
emergency session on Pa¬ 
lestine on Thursday that 
proposals being circulated 
on Palestininan autonomy 
“are totally one-sided and, 
as such, totally unrealis¬ 
tic."

LONDON (AP) — Amnesty International opened an 
international campaign Thursday aimed at persuading 
Iraq to end capital punishment for non-violent political 
activity.

The organization said it regularly receives 
lists of political prisoners who are reported to have 
been executed.

St. Helens 
turns calm 

VANCOUVER, Wash. (AP) - Mount St. Helens dis¬ 
played outward calm Thursday with only wisps of steam 
r ising from its crater, just two days after it belched 
mushroom-shaped clouds of steam and ash that drifted 
more than 800 kilometres north and northeast. 

Seismographs recorded only a few liny tremors 
Thursday, probably the result of rock slides or avalanches 
on the volcano. 

Further minor quakes can be anticipated in the 
wake of the volcano's latest eruption, Tim Hail, a U.S. 
Geological Survey geologist, said at a briefing Thursday. 

He said he flew over the mountain Thursday morn¬ 
ing and could see no glow inside the new crater, 
which was formed on the floor of an existing crater 
formed by the volcano's destructive May 1,8 eruption. 

The May 18 eruption killed at least 30 people and 
left 34 others missing and presumed dead. 

Viets overrun 
Pol Pot base 

ARANYAPRATHET, Thailand (AP) - After pound¬ 
ing defenders with an all-night mortar and rocket bar¬ 
rage, Vietnamese troops on Thursday captured the Malai 
Hill stronghold of Pol Pot’s guerrillas, Thai military 
sources said. 

It was a key victory in Hanoi's campaign against 
the ousted Cambodian leader. 

Vietnamese forces backed by tanks and artillery 
capped their month-long battle for Malai Hill with an 
assault that forced the guerrillas to retreat more than 1 V, 
kilometres farther south into Cambodia, the sources 
said. 

No 'casualty figures were available and it was not 
known whether the Vietnamese pursued the guerrillas to 
their new stand in another hilly frontier area. 

The Vietnamese offensive was aimed at crushing 
the guerrilla resistance, which has persisted since 
since Vietnam forced the Communist Pol Pot out of 
Phnom Penh in January, 1979, and installed the pro- 
Hanoi Communist regime of Heng Samrin. 

The Pol Pot soldiers—said to number about 40,- 
000—pursue a guerrilla-style war that calls for re¬ 
treats when outnumbered and attacks when the enemy is 
weak. 

Mortar fire from the Cambodian border battle area 
south of this town fell in Thailand, wounding three Thai 
soldiers and two villagers Thursday, the sources said. 

The Thai military said Vietnamese bombarded the 
area around 350-mctre-high Malai Hill with rockets and 
mortars throughout Wednesday night and gained control 
Thursday.

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Instant experts 

are back 

If the regional hospital and health plan¬ 
ning commission was to resign—collectively, 
loudly and immediately—it would surprise no 
one who has followed the twists and turns of 
regional politics in recent years. 

Here is a group of people (some elected, 
some appointed) who six years ago was 
handed the daunting job of planning, develop¬ 
ing, and perhaps above all, co-ordinating 
badly-needed hospital services in the Capital 
district. It was given that task—please note— 
by regional directors and for a good and 
sufficient reason. Those same directors, over¬ 
whelmed by a ferocious rivalry between 
our two general hospitals and unable to devote 
the time to a critical and complex subject, 
were making a hash of it. 

The regional board with a sigh of relief, 
handed over the job, all of it, to the commis¬ 
sion, but kept a kind of ultimate control, as 
indeed it should have as the people’s elected 
representatives. The regional hospital board 
still had to approve the commission's budget. 

Time passed and progress was actually 
made. Commission members, with a mini¬ 
mum of parochialism, were generally diligent 
in examining the issues, seeking the best 
professional advice available and then reach¬ 
ing a concensus on what should be done for the 
good of the district. 

That has certainly been the case in the 
question of planning a single regional obstet¬ 
rics and pediatrics centre. An overwhelming 
majority of experts recommended it. 

Enter again the regional hospital board, 
six years later. They know better and are 
trying to impose their instant better judg¬ 
ment on the commission. What they are in 
danger of doing'is inheriting hospital planning 
again. And that would be bad news for all of 
us. 


Medal for milord 

Lord Killanin, the chief Pooh-Bah of the 
International Olympics Committee, is prob¬ 
ably right in his prediction that the Games will 
survive their present problems. He was cer¬ 
tainly right when he said that they must un¬ 
dergo some changes for the future and that 
sport must be seen not as a privilege for the 
few but the right of everybody. 

However, the Irish nobleman was not so 
right when he blatantly used his high posi¬ 
tion to strongly condemn the American boycott 
just mere hours before the official opening of 
the present Games in Moscow. One can¬ 
not recall him speaking out with any such 
vehemence against the African nations who 
boycotted the Montreal Games because New 
Zealand had played rugby in South Africa. Nor 
is he on record protesting his own commit¬ 
tee’s ban on South African, Rhodesian or 
Taiwanese participation in the Games in 
other years. 

When Lord Killanin retires from the 
chairmanship of the committee at the end 
of the Moscow Games he will not be forgotten. 
His parting blast against the United States to 
the effect that if American football or baseball 
had been in the Games “there would have been 
no boycott” makes him the all-time world 
and Olympic champion of the cheap shot.

Troubled economy stays out of limelight

OTTAWA — One of the most sur¬ 
prising things about the Parliament 
that just adjourned is that the econ¬ 
omy was not front-and-centre—for a 
change. 

But this is not to say all is well. 

The daily shouting matches about 
skyrocketing prices, ridiculous inter¬ 
est rates and dangerous unemploy¬ 
ment levels which colored the John 
Crosbie and Jean Chretien eras, were 
strangely absent in the last five 
months. 

A big reason was the style of the 
new finance minister, 59-year-old 
Allan MacEachen. No matter what 
accusations the opposition hurled at 
him, the wily Cape Bretonner would 
always reply that Canada was caught 
in the clutches of an international 
recession, he was doing what he 
could and “we must not forget the 
economy has a number of important 
underlying strengths." 

A second reason the economy took 
a back seat in the just-ended session 
was that it simply got bumped out of 
the limeiight by the Quebec referen¬ 
dum, Prime Minister Trudeau's cam¬ 
paign to rewrite the constitution and 
Energy Minister Marc Lalonde’s 
endless wrangling with the Alberta 
government over oil prices. 

While Parliament's attention was 
diverted: 

• The unemployment rate rose to 
7.8 per cent from 7.4 per cent. 

• The projected government defi¬ 
cit for the fiscal year was bumped up 
to $14.2 billion from Crosbie's $10.6 
billion. 

• The price of a barrel of OPEC 


oil jumped to between $32 and $36. up 
from the $26 average price when 
MacEachen took over. 

• In June, the first output figures 
for the year showed that the nation’s 
output during the first three months 
of this year slipped by 0.5 per cent 
from its level during the final quarter 
of 1979. 

The most ominous indicator of all 
came last week, just as Parliament 
was coasting toward adjournment. 
Statistics Canada announced that the 
inflation rate had hit a five-year 
peak of 10.1 percent. 

Although opposition MPs dutifully 
complained that consumers would 
stagger under the weight of double- 
digit inflation, and Opposition Leader 
Joe Clark demanded an economic 
statement this summer, the real slgn- 
. flcance of Friday’s figure Is Just 
beginning to dawn on officials at the 
finance department. 

The fact that inflation has hit its 
highest annual level since November 
1975 Is unsettling it itself, but there is 
an even more disturbing aspect to the 
situation. For the first time this 
year, prices are going up faster than 
wages. And that always spells trou¬ 
ble, admitted a high-ranking finance 
department official Wednesday. 

Reliable figures on wage rates are 
hard to get, but Statistics Canada’s 


best indicator—the average weekly 
industrial paycheque as of April 30- 
stands at $310.14. That's 9.5 per 
cent higher than last April's figure. 

But prices are charging ahead at a 
rate of 10.1 per cent. That means the 
average worker Isn’t making enough 
to keep up with rising cost of living. 

In the past, this situation has led to 
labor unrest and juicy contract settle¬ 
ments—the costs of which are passed 
on to the consumer in the form of even 
higher prices. This inflationary spiral 
is the last thing the government 
wants. It forced Trudeau to invoke 
wage-price controls in 1975. 

The second element that makes 
the current 10.1 per cent inflation rate 
alarming is that the price of oil 
calculated into that figure is only 
$14.75 a barrel. Clearly it won't stay 
there long. 

But the news has not all been bad. 
There was one major encouraging de¬ 
velopment in the economy during the 
32nd Parliament. Interest rates tum¬ 
bled. The trend-setting Bank of Can¬ 
ada rate fell to 10.35 per cent, from 
15.96 per cent in April. 

The government would dearly love 
to claim the credit for this. In fact 
Trudeau tried last Friday in the 
House-of Commons, boasting: “We 
have brought down the bank rate 
very considerably.” 

But he was greeted with a chorus 


of boos. Some Liberals even had the 
grace to look embarrassed. 

Welcome as the drop in borrowing 
charges and mortgage costs was, the 
government was scarcely in a posi¬ 
tion to look for thanks from Cana¬ 
dians. The Bank of Canada—with 
MacEachen’s eager endorsement- 
announced on March 10 that it was 
getting out of the business of set¬ 
ting interest rates. Instead the bank 
rate would be allowed to float, re¬ 
flecting conditions in the money mar¬ 
ket. The hands-off policy was adopted 
when Interest rates were rising with 
painful frequency. 

In May, they started to fall for the 
first time since 1977. But MacEachen, 
who had declared with such fanfare 
in March that he was not to blame for 
rising interest rates, could hardly 
turn around two months later and say 
he was responsible for the drop. He 
could only sit and watch like everyone 
else. 

One aide attributed MacEachen’s 
low visibility in the finance portfolio 
to the fact that he spent much of 
his time during the last session of 
Parliament working behind the 
scenes with Lalonde on energy 
prices. 

But come October, when the 
House of Commons resumes, Canada 
will probably have its new higher oil 
price. If the forecasters are right, the 
country will also have a higher infla¬ 
tion rate, higher unemployment rate 
and more dismal economic growth 
rate than now. 

MacEachen’s next reckoning is 
not likely to be so easy. 



Recent intelligence failures 
viewed in light of history 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. — 
Things are not quite so bad 
in the international intelli¬ 
gence community now as 
they were in the early days 
of the First World War, 
when the president of 
France learned of a shift in 
the location of his army’s 
general staff headquarters 
only after his chauffeur 
dated a nurse who worked 
there. 

But despite vast techno¬ 
logical and organizational 
improvements, the prob¬ 
lems of assessing and im¬ 
plementing military intelli¬ 
gence today are essentially 
the same as those that 
faced the major powers on 
the eve of both world wars, 
experts meeting here have 
concluded. 

Military historians and 
officials of the Defence De¬ 
partment and the Central 
Intelligence Agency 
reached that conclusion in 
an atmosphere evocative 
not only of stories of pre- 
1914 intelligence organiza¬ 
tions that refused to be¬ 
lieve their own spies or 
share their Information 
with their own govern¬ 
ments but also of a new 
tolerance for the intelli¬ 
gence community. 

The untroubled accep¬ 
tance by the university and 
student communities here 
of this conference and its 
aim of aiding intelligence¬ 
gathering agencies by 
studying the (Ksons of the 
past marked Oubtle turn¬ 
ing point in the atmo¬ 
sphere. 

“Harvard has always 
been intimately involved in 
the diplomatic and military 
spheres, at least since 
President Woodrow Wil¬ 
son's time and the League 
of Nations, and the period 
of the late 1960s and early 
1970s was only an interrup¬ 
tion of that,’’ explained Dr. 
Ernest R May, a professor 
of history at Harvard who 
organized the conference

portant to historians that 
are also important to the 
intelligence community 
today." he continued 
"Questions about the flow 
and interpretation of infor

mation and how it is as¬ 
sessed in light of the social, 
cultural and political issues 
of the day.” 

That view was shared by 
a CIA national intelligence 
officer. “Obviously we are 
in the business of assessing 
intelligence and anything 
that can be learned from 
the past is of interest to 
us,” he said. “And the pre- 
First World War period 
was a period of intense fail¬ 
ure in terms of intelli¬ 
gence.” 

The failures were repea¬ 
tedly sketched by the pan¬ 
ellists, who said their re¬ 
search showed that the 
Russian imperial intelli¬ 
gence organization had a 
yearly budget in current 
terms of only $600 and was 
occupied most of the time 
with checking on the loy¬ 
alty of army officers.

TOKYO — The elevation of a 
bland, altogether reliable career poli¬ 
tician as prime minister of Japan 
dramatizes the country’s yearning 
for the security and comfort of con¬ 
servative rule. 

To the mass of Japanese, probably 
the only slightly discomforting fea¬ 
ture of Zenko Suzuki’s rise to na¬ 
tional leadership was his selection by 
a coterie of elders of the ruling Liber¬ 
al Deirtooratic Party. 

“Most people,” huffed Asahi 
Shimbun, Japan's leading national 
daily, “must be flabbergasted at 
the way the name of Suzuki, who is 
not well known, came up and at the 
way he suddenly became the party's 
choice." 

At the least, said Asahi, Japanese 
had expected “open discussion” after 
having given the LDP overwhelming 
majorities in both Houses of the Diet 
in elections gp 22 June. 

The shift toward conservatism in 
capitalist countries is probably no¬ 
where so pronounced as here. Su¬ 
zuki epitomizes the ideals of stability 
and the status quo. 

Moreover, if the LDP had some¬ 
how lost power, an alternative coali¬ 
tion of leaders Of the Japan Socialist 
and Democratic Socialist parties and 
the Buddhist-backed Komeito could 
have done little to change the under¬ 
lying economic and bureaucratic 
structure. 

Promise though they might to end 
corruption or hold down defence 
spending, they too rely on big busi¬ 
ness for contributions and would cer¬ 
tainly not endanger the great cor¬ 
porations whose anonymous 
bureaucrats are the real kingpins-of 
this society. 

Nor could they possibly have al¬ 
tered the policies or outlook of the 
mandarin elite who have dedicated 
their lives to the day-to-day effi¬ 
ciency of ministries and agencies 
that somehow keep running as they 
have always done, regardless of 
which politician holds the title of 
minister or prime minister. 

Leaders of the Japan Communist 
Party are doubtless correct in argu¬ 
ing that Socialist-Komeito rule would 


have been fundamentally no differ¬ 
ent from that of the LDP. 

But would Communist rule be any 
different either? Japanese regard 
their Communist Party as ‘establish¬ 
ment left-wing.’ Like candidates 
from the other parties, the Commu¬ 
nists turn out in dark suits with fldw- 
ers in their lapels, give dull speeches 
and repeat the same pronouncements 
year after year. “They are only for 
gradual change,” said one voter. 

If they differ at all radically from 
the others, it is in the number of 
women candidates they nominate. 
While the LDP generally puts up only- 
two or three, the Communists field 
more than 30 each time, with a 
dozen likely to win seats in a typical 
election. 

In this society, male chauvinism is 
an integral aspect of conservatism, 
and the Communists play for the 
women’s vote may do the party as 
much harm as good. 

As in Western Europe and the 
United States, increasing numbers of 
Japanese perceive conservatism as 
their greatest security against infla¬ 
tion, the oil crisis and rising So¬ 
viet power. 

But the conservatism of Japan is 
much deeper rooted than that of the 
West. All the great changes in Japan 
of the past century have resulted only 
from foreign pressure. 

First there was the opening of 
Japan to the West and the Meiji 
restoration of the 19th century, then 
the defeat in the Second World War 
and the introduction of theoretical¬ 
ly widespread reforms under the 
American occupation. 

Inevitably, the cohesiveness of 
this society was such that Japan 
could withstand foreign domination 
even while accepting and thriving on 
foreign inventions and ideas. 

As quickly as Japanese adapt for¬ 
eign ideas, they turn them into prod¬ 
ucts or systems that challenge the 
alien cultures that spawned them. 
The ability to change without disturb¬ 
ing fundamental ideas has become a 
principle of Japanese life.

It is my considered opinion we are living in a 
fool's world when bottlers of beer can command 
salaries of $27,000 per year, when shelf stockers in 
our supermarkets can command better than $21,000 
per year. And when the teachers in our school 
system, those we entrust with the education of our 
children, are recompensed to an average of $23,000 
per year. 

This is to suggest it is lunacy to pay beer bottlers 
and shelf stockers such magnificent sums for work 
that needs little or no mental gyration when com¬ 
pared with the daily tasks and problems that 
confront the teaching fraternity. And for those 
union heads who might have the temerity to suggest 
there should be no knock agaitftt the high salaries 
quoted, but rather, a knock against the low salaries 
received by teachers, let them remember the public 
purse is stretched to the breaking point now. Any 
significant hikes for teachers could snap the deli¬ 
cate balance.

ON A RECENT auto outing managed to catch 
part of a John Reynolds open line program, one in 
which a 33-year-old draft dodger was mewling about 
the latest U.S. government directive making it 
mandatory for youth registration. This particular 
draft dodger can't be touched by either the registra¬ 
tion or a future draft because of his age, but he has 
formed a group in Vancouver to "protect” young 
Americans from the “insidious manipulations of the 
military.” 

To these people, the law means nothing. It 
means nothing that there is a law governing the 
subject and that regardless of the counselling given 
by the malcontents, there is a penalty to be paid for 
breaking that law. 

This particular dodger came to Canada in 1971 
to avoid the Vietnam thing. He has been here ever 
since, works as a teacher and yet, still hasn't 
become a Canadian citizen. He was asked if he 
would be willing to fight for Canada if this county 
was subject to attack and he replied in the negative. 
He was called coward for refusing to fight for his 
own country, but rejected the slur stating he was, in 
fact, morally strong for having railed against the 
system. 

However, he failed miserably in all attempts to 
explain why, if he was so morally strong, did he not 
take the morally strong step—such as taken by 
Muhammad Ali—by announcing he was a conscien¬ 
tious objector and accepting the penalty for refusing 
military service.

Proposed tax on energy exports 
attacks fabric of confederation 


CRTC dictum 
restricts freedom 

On July 9, 1980, a decision by the CRTC denied an ap¬ 
plication by Canadian Family Radio Limited for a 
new English language FM station in Vancouver, de¬ 
spite the fact that approval in principle had been 
granted on Feb. 13,1979. 

When questioned in committee of the logic for this 
decision, it was readily admitted by government offi¬ 
cials that the CRTC “has taken the view in the past 
that specific or validly religious groups are, on bal¬ 
ance, not capable of meeting” a policy directive which, 
they said, is interpreted from Section 3 of the Broadcast 
Act. That clause states: 

The programming provided by the Canadian broad¬ 
casting system should be varied and comprehensive 
and should provide reasonable balanced opportunity for 
the expression of different views on matters of public 
concern. 

The decision Itself would, however, not be a matter of 
concern had it been based on a premise of law. As far 
as 1 can determine, it was not. The decision rested ex 
clusively with departmental policy entirely outside the 
ambit of law The real issue is, then, to what ex 
tent the people of Canada wish to see a fundamental 
freedom curtailed by bureaucrats basing interpretation 
of law on policy rather than statute. 

Several years ago. the CRTC made a similar move 
when it decided to regiment format for FM broadcas 
ters At that time public outcry was so great that Senator 
Ray Perrault. government leader in the Senate, was 
instrumental in having his cabinet colleagues reverse that 
decision 

It is lime again for the public to speak on this issue 
which is restricting the freedom we all cherish A 
dangerous precedent has been set

T HERE has been, in recent weeks, a great deal of 
confusion created in the public’s mind over energy 
issues. In large measure, this confusioifBesults from the 
complete lack of a cogent federal energy policy. A 
number of energy issues have become intertwined, chief 
of which, to my mind, is the matter of the federal govern¬ 
ment’s proposed energy export tax. I would like now to 
present the reasoning behind British Columbia’s ve¬ 
hement opposition to what we and the government of 
Alberta have termed this “wholly unjustified attack by 
the federal government on provincial resource owner¬ 
ship.” 

Provincial resource ownership is not a new idea. 
Resource rights were guaranteed to British Columbia in 
1871, when we became part of Canada, to Alberta in 1930, 
under the Natural Resources Transfer Act, and to the 
other provinces at other times. These rights have since 
become part of the basis of confederation. 

W ITHIN confederation, the provinces have a long¬ 
standing agreement to share their energy re¬ 
sources. They have recognized that Canada’s energy 
needs are a first priority and that energy resources from 
all parts of Canada must be made available to meet those 
needs. In this way, the provinces show their strong 
commitment to Canada. 

At the same time, the provinces have also reserved 
the right to use energy resources surplus to Canada's 
identified needs in a manner which serves the best 
interests of their citizens. This is a right not to be taken 
lightly, and certainly not to be given away, but one which 
must be exercised in a responsible manner to the 
benefit of the provinces, and ultimately of the nation as a 
whole. 

So it follows that British Columbia has not only the 
right but the responsibility to use surplus supplies of an 
energy resource like natural gas to achieve maximum 
benefit for the people of the province, the owners of 
the resource. Our pricing policy is one of the ways we 
achieve this end. Natural gas for domestic consump¬ 
tion is priced to encourage British Columbians to switch 
from using oil. Natural gas for chemical process¬ 
ing is priced to ensure that the people of the province 
receive full value for natural gas exported in whatever 
form. And natural gas for export should be sold at prices 
which will yield maximum returns for British Colum¬ 
bians, both now and in the future. Our natural gas policy is 
based on the premise that all revenues from sales of 
energy resources, whether domestic or export, must 
necessarily return to British Columbians. 

T HE federal government's proposed tax on energy 
exports would have a direct and detrimental impact 
on the province of British Columbia. 

Energy export revenues, in particular those from the 
export of natural gas, are now channelled in two 
directions. A portion of the money is directed back into 
energy development. As part of the mandate of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia’s energy policy, as set out in the Energy 
Policy Statement of February, 1980, the provincial gov¬ 
ernment is investing energy dollars now to help bring 
about an energy secure future. We have put aside 
$10 million in the current budget as seed money for the 
province’s new Energy Development Agency. This is 
our first major step towards achieving our energy objec¬ 
tives. The money will be used to identify and fund the 
initial stages of research and development projects into 
energy sources and technology which one day may be the 
basis of our energy security: research into coal liquefac¬ 
tion; into fluidized bed combustion of thermal coal; into 
further development of energy from wood wastes; 
and into cars that will run on our plentiful natural gas, 
etc. 

<» 

>'1> RITISH Columbia has developed a'Comprehensive 
IJ energy policy. Ottawa has not. It is worth noting that 
the $10 million granted to the Energy Development 
Agency is proportionately five times as much as the 
amount allocated by the federal government to its count¬ 
erpart, the federal Alternative Energy Corporation. 
Our agency is established and running. Theirs is still an 
election promise. British Columbia’s degree of commit¬ 
ment to its energy future is clear. 

In the next few years, the B.C. government intends to 
devote a much greater proportion of energy resource 
revenues toward the development of energy technology. 
How much, it is difficult to say. For example, advanced 
coal liquefaction techniques will require investment of 
many millions of dollars before they become commer¬ 
cially viable in B.C. The question is, where will we find 
that sort of money if the federal government runs off with 
the bulk of our resource revenues? 

B.C. resource revenues are also returned to the people 
of the province in the form of social programs and 
services. It has been estimated that the federal govern¬ 
ment's proposed tax, and its repercussions, could even¬ 
tually remove from the provincial treasury as much as 
$750 million per year. Let’s consider what that might 
mean to the people of British Columbia. In the current 
budget, $750 million would pay practically the whole 
operating expenses of all hospitals in British Columbia; 
$750 million would pay for all post-secondary edu¬ 
cation in the province and all income assistance under the 
G.A.I.N. programs; $750 million would finance all re¬ 
source and land use management in the province for the 
year, all grants to municipalities, all lands, parks and 
housing projects and all apprenticeship training and

employment programs in B.C., and then some. That’s 
three-quarters of a billion dollars, more than 10 per cent of 
the total B.C. budget for 1980. What would we do without 
that money? 

A FEDERAL energy export tax would place the people 
of British Columbia in double jeopardy. First, B.C. 
taxpayers would find themselves having to choose be¬ 
tween significantly higher taxes or major reductions in 
what we have come to consider essential services. Second, 
the government’s energy development strategy for the 
province would be seriously undermined. Without export 
revenues, we will not be able to go very far toward energy 
security through government support. And permanent 
and irretrievable damage would be done in the private 
sector. In particular, the oil and gas industry would be in a 
shambles. The export tax would cause a direct reduction 
of cash flows to industry and create such uncertainty that 
exploration and development activities would be severely 
curtailed. The companies that would suffer most are the 
small Canadian-owned firms. And we could expect a 
dominoes effect throughout our petroleum industry, an 
industry the federal government says it wants to 
strengthen and Canadianize. 


The federal government says it will be acting in the 
nation’s interest in imposing the exports tax. They 
have fostered the myth that the extra money flowing to 
Ottawa will come out of American pockets, not from the 
provinces. That is not so. The money will come directly 
out of existing revenues. Not one extra cent will be 
coming from the Americans. Make no mistake. Any tax on 
exports will skim off the ream and drink up most of the 
milk as well. 

T HE federal government docs not even propose to 
return these provincial revenues to the energy sec¬ 
tor, to foster energy self-sufficiency for Canada. No, the 
bottom line is the government’s own political expedi¬ 
ency. They intend to use the money to reduce their own 
deficit, to cover up for a decade of federal misman¬ 
agement. 

Why should the provinces bear the burden of federal 
folly? Why should we hand over the bulk of our re¬ 
source revenues to retire the federal deficit, when the 
federal government is doing next to nothing to solve its 
own problem of over-spending? 

Certainly, it is in the best interest of Canada to reduce 
the deficit, and to start rebuilding with a clean slate and 
a full-valued dollar. There are ways the federal govern¬ 
ment can do this—most important, expenditure reduc¬ 
tions—not politically easy but necessary nonetheless. 
There are better, more responsible ways than at the 
expense of the provinces. Better ways than a blatant 
federal money grab of provincial revenues, masked 
by deliberate federal confusion of energy issues and the 
constitution. 

T HE federal government’s proposed tax on energy 
exports attacks the very fabric of confederation. It is 
in direct conflict with the guarantees of provincial 
resource ownership. It undermines the long-standing 
principle of federal-provincial co-operation in meeting 
Canada’s energy needs. It takes away from the people of 
the provinces a source of revenue that is rightly theirs. 
Such a proposal can only cause fragmentation and aliena¬ 
tion. 

Provincial resource revenues are not, to quote a 
federal official, “the biggest pile of free money lying 
around.” That money is not free. It is the very life blood of 
our province and the basis of our future. 

It is my sincere hope that the federal government can 
find responsible ways to solve its financial problems and 
bring the country back together again. But not at the 
expense of the provinces. 

Ottawa says it will return to us a portion of the energy 
export tax. But there will be precious little left, after 
the deficit has taken its toll and the federal bureaucracy 
has laundered the rest. In fact, the federal govern¬ 
ment intends to take away from British Columbia and 
other provinces a large measure of control over our 
own money. It’s like having a bank account into which you 
put all yOur earnings, only to be given a meagre 
allowance and a pat on the head in return. No principal, no 
interest. You put in dollars and you get back dimes. 

Offering dimes for dollars. That’s completely unac¬ 
ceptable.

Paul Volcker, the current 
Fed chairman, said a tax 
cut could hurt the bond 
market by rekindling infla¬ 
tionary fears.

Monday. 

Kates at the Koyal Bank 
and the National Bank of 
Canada are going down to

Consumers got a bit of a 
break this week as the To¬ 
ronto Dominion Bank and 
the Canadian Imperial 
Bank of Commerce 
dropped their consumer 
loan rates by three-quar¬ 
ters of a percentage point.

MONTREAL (CP) — The Royal Bank has instructed 
its branches to stop asking for and recording customers' 
social insurance numbers, it announeed Thursday. 

The bank said it-made the decision because of 
“growing public concern about private sector uses of the 
Identifying number" and “to preserve the confidentiality 
of information about its customers." 

H.S. Hardy, the bank’s senior vice-president, said in a 
statement that "if some of our customers, for any reason, 
feel that our recording of their social insurance numbers 
could lead to an invasion of privacy, then it’s incumbent 
on us to immediately alleviate those concerns.” 

He said that staff will no longer ask for the social 
insurance number unless it’s required under government 
regulations.

counts. 

"Under Section 94 of the 
Bank Act, banks must hold 
unclaimed balances for 10 
years and then transfer the 
money, with interest, to the 
Bank of Canada,” the 
spokesman said. 

“The Bank of Canada 
holds the money from then 
on and it remains payable 
to the rightful owner.” 

He said chartered banks 
continue to pay interest on 
inactive accounLs and do 
not make service charges 
against them. 

“The only charge is a 
small charge for notifica¬ 
tion of unclaimed balances 
after five years,” the 
spokesman said. 

Banks report all inactive 
accounts to the federal fi¬ 
nance department after the 
end of each calendar year. 
If an account has had no 
deposits or withdrawals for 
nine years, the account 
number, name of the 
holder and amount in the 
account are published in 
the Canada Gazette in 
March.

Saanich couple told 
to consult a lawyer 


A 74-year-old Saanich man and his wife 
were given an eight-day adjournment in 
B.C. Supreme Court on Thursday and told 
by Mr. Justice J.C. Bouck to get legal 
advice and come back with a lawyer. 

Bouck was to have heard an applica¬ 
tion by Julian Greenwood, counsel for 
William McElroy, former manager of 
Marigold Housing Co-operative, to strike 
out a county court action by Ernest and 
Gonda Blow seeking $10,000 damages and 
alleging incorrect assessment increases, 
deceit by McElroy, breach of a CMHC-co 
op agreement and wrongful expulsion of 
Blow from the co-op. 

After Greenwood told Bouck why the 
Blows’ action should be dismissed, Bouck 
said there should be an adjournment to 
next Friday so they could get advice. 

Blow said he couldn’t afford a lawyer 
and didn't think Legal Aid would help, 
but agreed to the adjournment. 


Greenwood objected saying “they 
have been at this game some time," had ■ 
sought legal advice in the past and decid¬ 
ed to pursue the case independently. 

Bouck told, the Blows there was a good 
possibility of them losing their case 
because they needed legal advice in 
drawing up documents. 

Greenwood then reviewed a petition he 
submitted to court earlier asking that any 
further proceedings by the Blows be pro¬ 
hibited unless the court first gives its con¬ 
sent. He said there had been six proceed¬ 
ings brought by Blow or at his active 
urging in the last year and it had become 
an abuse of process and should be 
stopped. 

Bouck said he had the same problem 
on the second matter as the first and 
set it over to next Friday and again told 
the Blows to get advice and come back 
to court with a lawyer.

Quick surgery funds cleared 


A $100,000 renovation for 
Royal Jubilee Hospital will 
permit the operation of a 
new short-stay surgical 
program, Health Minister 
Rafe Mair announced 
Thursday. 

The renovation will take 
place at the Memorial Pa- 
vilion, which will be 
equipped to handle patients 


whose surgery permits 
them to spend less than 
four days in hospital. 

Mair said the new pro¬ 
gram should not be con¬ 
fused with the existing day¬ 
care surgery. That surgery 
permits patients to enter 
and leave the hospital in 
one day, and to convalesce 


at home, leaving hospital 
beds open for more acute 
patients. 


The crowded hospital has 
a long waiting list for elec¬ 
tive and non-emergency 
surgery and at one point 
last winter when the list 
was about nine months 


long, it almost cancelled all 
elective surgery. 

“When all necessary ren¬ 
ovations have been made, 
the hospital will be able to 
handle an additional 2,500 
surgical cases a year,” 
Mair said. 

The first phase of the 
proposal, which originated 
with the hospital board, is 


expected to be ready within 
six months. 

"Short-stay surgical pa 
tients require services and 
support that are not always 
easy to distribute through¬ 
out a large hospital,” the 
minister safd. 

Staff and supply costs 
are expected to be about $1 
million a year. 


They’ll 

‘take 

back 

night’ 

On Saturday, women*will 
walk from Esquimau to 
Beacon Hill Park to “take 
back the night." 

Victoria Rape/Assault 
Centre spokesman Sun¬ 
shine Goldstream said 
Thursday the torchlit walk 
is meant to deal with the 
fear of sexual assault and 
harassment that women 
experience on the streets, 
particularly at night. 

The rape/assault centre 
is sponsoring the walk, 
which starts at 10 p.m. 

Goldstream said in an in¬ 
terview that other Cana¬ 
dian cities will hold similar 
nighttime gatherings, 
which are called "Women 
Take Back The Night.” 

She said, “Women in par¬ 
ticular carry this fear of 
sexual assualt and harass¬ 
ment with them wherever 
they go. Perhaps residen¬ 
tial streets more so than 
well-lighted city streets arc 
dangerous for women. 

“On this walk we want to 
deal with this fear by 
bringing it out into the 
open. The walk Is for all 
women.” 

She said recently there 
had been a number of rapes 
in the Bastion Square area 
of Victoria. 

"In a sense, the walk is a 
commemoration of the sur¬ 
vival of these women," she 
said. 

Some residential areas of 
Esquimau are dangerous 
for women, and Beacon 
Hill Park is also dangerous 
for women and even men, 
she said. 

"Many women feel iso¬ 
lated with this kind of fear. 
Those who cannot go on 
the walk can put a lighted 
candle in their window.” 

Some of the women on 
the walk will be carrying 
torches, she said. 

The route begins at Har¬ 
bour Road, on the Esqui¬ 
mau side of the Johnson 
Street bridge, and follows 
Government Street to the 
totem pole at Beacon Hill 
Park. 

Explaining the purpose 
of the walk, Goldstream 
quoted a song by American 
songwriter Holly Near, 
which says, in part: “Our 
fear is turning to 
anger/Our anger is turning 
to rage/And we won’t live 
our lives in a cage . ..”

Lonely tepee respite 
from growing city 


A Victoria musician who lives part 
of the time in a tepee near downtown 
Victoria says it keeps her in touch 
with nature. 

But in a growing city like Victoria, 
getting close to nature may be getting 
harder all the time. 

The tepee is an incongruous sight, 
silling within view of apartment 
buildings. 

Buffalo—the name she has given 
herself—said this week the tepee "is 
a very spiritual space. It’s a circle, 
it’s close to nature and keeps me 
centred and grounded and in touch 
with the earth and with my roots.” 

The 29-year-old Wisconsin native 
said she is part Winnebago, a tribe 
that comes from tho Great Lakes 
region. 

She chose the name Buffalo be¬ 
cause to the Plains Indian:, life ciir 
tred around the buffalo. 

The tepee has a dirt fireplace inside 
and smoke flaps. It's not habitable in 
winter because of flooding in the 
yard. 

For the past three summers the 
tepee has stayed in the backlot of a 
house she rents, surrounded by black¬ 
berry bushes, a garden, trees, and a 
coop with 14 chickens. 

Buffalo said she has also lived in 
the tepee in James Bay and Saanich. 

The tepee is a retreat where she can 


go to chant and play her drums and 
"feel like I’m away from the city." 

Some of her drums she has made 
out of wood and gourds. 

The tepee is 5.5 metres (18 feet) 
high and 5.5 metres around. The can¬ 
vas was made by an Oregon tepee 
company but the poles, on which 
faded red flags wave in the wind, 
were cut from young saplings on 
Saltspring Island. 

The inside of the tepee has a dirt 
floor covered with plastic, grass 
mats, buffalo hide, and deerhide. 

An old horse skull (“I found it in the 
Utah desert”) and some candles 
decorate a table that faces the fire¬ 
place. Navajo and Mexican blankets 
cover two small beds. 

The tepee’s smoke flaps can be 
opened or closed depending on the 
direction of the wind or if it’s rain¬ 
ing. • - 

Inside the tepee, a canvas lining 
creates a draft that blows smoke 
through the smoke hole. * 

“The tepee is amazingly well-de¬ 
signed," she said. "It can withstand 
hurricanes and tornados." 

But it cannot stand against time. 

With the new Blanshard express¬ 
way completed, the tepee is within 
earshot of wailing police and ambu¬ 
lance sirens. 

“It used to be so quiet here,” Buf¬ 
falo said. 


Shipbuilding jobs lost 
to ‘Ottawa bashing’? 


Tweaking Ottawa’s nose is one thing. 

Going hat-in-hand for help, is another. 

And Neil Hindle hopes the contrast won’t prove 
harmful now that help is needed for a West Coast 
shipping industry caught in one of its blue funk periods. 

"When the provincial government approaches Ot¬ 
tawa asking that the 20 per cent subsidy remain I 
hope the Ottawa bashing that has been going on will 
be forgotten," International Brotherhood of Boiler¬ 
makers business agent Hindle said Thursday. 

What is needed, he said, is a spirit of co-operation if 
work and jobs are to be salvaged. 

Don Challinor, Victoria manager for the Burrard 
Yarrows Corp., said Wednesday the 720-strong workforce 
in the Victoria Yarrows yards would likely be reduced by 
as much as 300 within six months by the federal gov¬ 
ernment decision to reduce subsidies to nine per cent 
from the current 20 per cent. 

The provincial government and the industry arc 
asking federal transport minister Jean-Lue Pepin to 
reconsider. 

"The boilermakers are 100 per cent behind the 
shipbuilders’ and provincial government’s request," said 


Hindle, who has some 330 of his members at work at 
Yarrows. 

“The stimulation of this industry is most impor¬ 
tant. 

“The industry and Ihc unions don't want subsi¬ 
dies for subsidies’ sake, but they do want to see the 
industry get back on its feet.” 

Hindle also says now is the time for the province to 
put the idle Princess Marguerite in for a major over¬ 
haul, or to have a replacement ship built for the 
Maggie's former Victoria-Seattle tourist run. 

The old ship’s replacement by the smaller Vic¬ 
toria Princess (formerly the Queen of Prince Hu 
pert) this season has been matched by a pronounced 
drop in business. 

Social Credit MLA Jack Davis has already suggest¬ 
ed an overhaul for the Marguerite, Hindle noted. 

Either the overhaul or building of a new ship 
would be a timely dose of medicine for an ailing in 
dustry, Hindle believes. 

"Something has to be done now so that the tra 
desmen in this vital industry don’t scatter to the 
winds,” he said. 


Hunt for $200,000 more 
spurs trade tax review 


A complete review and 
possible restructuring of 
Victoria’s trade and busi¬ 
ness licensing regulations 
was ordered Thursday by 
city council's finance com¬ 
mittee. 

The move followed sev¬ 
eral unsuccessful attempts 
in recent months to extract 
an additional $200,000 a 
year from Victoria’s busi¬ 
ness community to cover 
the city’s share of the pro¬ 
posed convention centre’s 
operating deficit. 

So far, every scheme to 
raise the additional reve¬ 
nue has been frustrated by 
resulting inequities. 

When council proposed to 
discontinue the practice of 
allowing businesses to 


abate their trades licence 
fees against their business 
taxes, that is, deduct the 
smaller from the larger 
amount and pay only the 
difference, a number of 
lawyers and doctors 
claimed they would bear 
the brunt of the burden. 

Finance committee 
chairman Aid. Frank Car- 
son said Thursday it was 
impossible to levy the addi¬ 
tional revenue fairly and 
equitably by amending ex¬ 
isting regulations. 

The only solution, he 
said, was to revamp the 
entire licence fee struc¬ 
ture. 

City manager James 
Bramley said it would 
probably take six months to 


complete the study and 
come back to council with 
specific recommenda¬ 
tions. 

If approved by city coun¬ 
cil, the Wharf Street con¬ 
vention centre won’t be in 
full operation until late 
1981, but some deficit will 
be incurred sooner because 
a general manager is to be 
hired this year. 

To cover any deficit be¬ 
fore the licensing regula¬ 
tions have been revamped, 
the committee recom¬ 
mended a small increase in 
the business tax only.

areas, satellites and pay-TV. 

The report, entitled The 1980s: A 
Decade of Diversity, will go to the 
commission for action. 

THE COMMITTEE says its most 
important conclusion was that Cana¬ 
dian television services "are very far 
from satisfying the needs and expec¬ 
tations of some millions of Canadians 
living outside the heavily-populated 
areas in the south. 

“We cannot stress too strongly the 
immediacy of the problem: Alterna¬ 
tive television programming must be 
provided from Canadian satellites 
with no further delay." 

Pay-TV, which lets viewers pay to 
see first-run movies, sports and 
shows not seen on regular televi¬ 
sion, is spreading quickly in the U.S. 
where cable television is less exten- 
siverelatively than here. 

THE COMMITTEE says pay-TV 
should be approved “on condition 
that these new services make a sig¬ 
nificant and positive contribution to 
broadcasting in Canada, make effec¬ 
tive use of Canadian resources, and 
that a significant amount of the 
revenues flow to the Canadian pro¬ 
gram-production industry.” 

The committee also said more 


programs on Canadian satellites 
would alleviate the current contro¬ 
versy over the use of unauthorized 
earth stations to pick off television 
signals from U.S. satellites and 
transmit them in remote areas. 

Picking off the signals violates 
agreements with the U,S. while 
transmitting them breaks Canadian 
laws. 

IN VICTORIA, Science Minister 
Pat McGeer said that while he was 
pleased with some aspects of the 
CRTC brief he still felt there was 
a long way to go before the commis¬ 
sion accepted the fact that less, not 
more, regulation of television signals 
was required. 

McGeer noted that the brief still 
refused to accept the fact that dish- 
receivers for TV signals were now a 
fact of life and, in his opinion, well 
within the protection of existing 
laws. 

McGeer has claimed since install¬ 
ing a dish-receiver (earth station) on 
the lawns of the Legislature that any 
citizen was entitled to install such a 
dish providing the signals received 
were not resold. 

McGeer contended that TV sig¬ 
nals, like radio signals, should be 
available freely to anyone with the 
equipment to pick them up.

OTTAWA (CP) - Pay-television 
should be introduced in Canada, but it 
is not the most effective way to 
improve television service tp north¬ 
ern and other remote communities, 
says a committee of the Canadian 
Radio-television and Telecommuni¬ 
cations Commission. 

The committee says pay-TV 
should be introduced only after the 
commission has dealt with applica¬ 
tions for licences to deliver more 
Canadian programs and some 
American programs by satellite. 

It sets a loose priority list on who 
should get first crack at satellite 
channels. The CBC national services 
and provincial educational services 
are first, private broadcasters and 
cable companies next and pay-TV 
last. 


BUT THE committee says appli¬ 
cations should be open to anyone. 

As an interim experimental mea¬ 
sure the federal government should 
arrange and pay for alternative pro¬ 
grams to be beamed off Canadian 
satellites to areas which now receive 
little or no television. 

The recommendations are includ¬ 
ed in a report, released Thursday, of 
a nine-member committee headed by 
commissioner Real Therrien which 
held public hearings eariier this year

Conner’s string ends 

Russell Long broke the spell Thursday, splitting a 
pair of races with Dennis Conner just when the San 
Diego, Calif, skipper was starting to look unbeatable 
in America’s Cup yachting trials off Newport, R.I. 

It was Conner's first loss on Rhode Island Sound 
since he bowed to 1977 Cup defender, Ted Turner, on 
the opening day of preliminary trials last month. 

Conner came back in the second race of the day to 
post a three-minute, 27-second victory over Long 
and his yacht, Clipper. Both races were run in a light 
northeast breeze on a seven-mile windward-leeward 
course. 

Conner enjoyed a wide edge at the start of the first 
race, but sailed into dead air while Long gambled, 
went for the opposite side of the course and found 
better wind. Clipper started the second race with an 
eight second advantage but was overtaken by Free¬ 
dom in the first leg. Conner proceeded to widen the 
margin as the wind dropped to around two knots. 

Long's record for the two sets of trials leading up 
to the selection of a Cup defender is six wins and 15 
defeats. Conner is 19-2.

William Gerald Pillow of Hurst, 
Tex., son of Nelda Lois Burks, filed suit for an 
unspecified amount of damages, claiming his moth¬ 
er was killed as a result of negligent driving by the 
NFL veteran. Fritsch was indicted for negligent 
homicide earlier this month in connection with the 
May 26 death. The indictment alleged Fritsch was 
intoxicated and recklessly-speeding when he lost 
control of the car. 

DETROIT EXPRESS star Patricio Margetic is 
being sued for $1 million in damages by a couple 
injured in a May 18 automobile accident. The suit, 
filed in Pontiac (Mich.) circuit court by Thomas 
Fallucca and his wife Maria, charges the North 
American Soccer League player with negligence in 
the accident. Margetic, 20, an Argentine citizen, was 
placed on two years’ probation after being charged 
with felonious driving and leaving the scene of an 
accident. 

RIGHT-HANDED pitcher Bruce Kison of Califor¬ 
nia Angels underwent surgery Thursday to repair 
nerve damage in his elbow and wrist. The operation 
involved a transfer of the ulnar nerve at the elbow 
and decompressing the medial nerve at wrist. 
Kison, 30, who signed a five-year, multi-million 
dollar contract with the Angels starting this season, 
is out for the year. 


ALL-STAR third baseman George Brett has 
quietly signed a five-year contract with Kansas City 
Royals that will raise his salary to about $1 million a 
year, The Associated Press has learned. Sources 
said the agreement will tack $250,000 onto each of 
the two remaining years of Brett’s current contract. 
The contract then calls for a salary of $900,000 a year 
in 1983 through 1987, when Brett will be 34 years 
old.

SPORT ANGLERS have been 
booted out of the northerly section of 
Hakai Pass, but six times the number 
of seiners of past years have moved in 
to the other section of the Pass and are 
crowding the sport fishermen out of the 
only part they have left to fish. 

When I fished Ilakai Pass in 1978 
six seine boats worked the area. This 
week there were 35 seine boats in the 
Odium Island-Donald Island area uf 
Hakai Pass and sport anglers could 
hardly find a place to put out their lines 
before they were ringed by a purse 
seine. In all of Area 8 which takes in 
Fitzhugh Sound, Hakai Pass and Cal¬ 
vert Island there were 1 IB seine boats 
and 231 gillnetlers working this week. 

Federal fisheries this year closed 
the northerly Kendrick Sound a>ea of 
Hakai Pass to all salmon fishing from 
July 15 to Aug. 31 because it feared "a 
major increase in sport fishing activity 
in 1980." 

Fraser River netting and sport 
fishing has been closed and Rivers 
Inlet has been closed to the sockeye 
netters, and those are the reasons the 
net fleet has zeroed in on Hakai Pass. 
The netters, forced out of the other 
areas, have also zeroed in on Barkley 
Sound, where there were 261 seine 
boats operating last week in an area 
where little room was left to drop a net 
and practically none to drop a sport 
fishing line. 

What will happen in Juan de Fuca 
Strait netting area when it opens for 24 
hours this Sunday at 6:30 p.m. is still 
anybody’s guess. The sockeye run is re¬ 
ported poor, but trollcrs report lots of 
Chinooks at the Swiftsure bank and 
they should be entering Juan de Fuca 
Strait momentarily. Fraser River re¬ 
opened to netting this week, but the 
sockeye harvest was poor. It is still a 
little early and even in Juan de Fuca 
the sockeye outlook is poor. 

* * * 

FEDERAL FISHERIES OFFI¬ 
CIALS say the seiners in Hakai Pass 
are targeting on pink salmon and they 
don't go deep enough to get other 
salmon. 

Not so. I watched them operate in 
1978. They tie their net to shore right at 
the point where sport anglers catch 
most of their big Chinooks on 20 to 30 
feet of line, three ounces of weight and 
plug cut herring They come into the 
area blowing their whistle to warn 
sport boats to move out ... and then 
they tie their net to shore and make a 
big circle around the sport fishing fleet 
and the anglers have to scramble out of 
the way to stop getting trapped in the 
net. Then they haul in the net and we 
saw them bringing in the big trophy 


Chinooks, along with pinks, sockeye 
and chums. 

One seiner anchored alongside us 
in 1978 had on board an 85-pound Chin¬ 
ook, which was caught within yards of 
the sport anglers and could have set a 
new world sport record ,.. and 10 
other Chinooks heavier than 60 
pounds. 

The point is that these seiners don’t 
have to come into the area of Hakai 
Pass where sport anglers fish the big 
Chinooks. They could fish’east of Bar¬ 
ney Point on the northwest tip of He¬ 
cate Island in Hakai Pass and pick up 
the pinks for which they arc supposed 
to be fishing. 

Hakai is about 40 miles directly 
north of the tip of Vancouver Island 
and is in the middle of Queen Charlotte 
Sound, between Calvert and Hecate 
Islands to the south and Nalau, Sterling 
and Hunter Islands to the north. Usual 
ly there is spotty fishing in Hakai until 
about July 23 . . . and then the big 
Chinooks and coho start to arrive, 
peaking around Aug. 7 to 9. 

* * * 

HOTTEST FISHING around Van 
couver Island is still the Campbell 
River waters where anglers are catch¬ 
ing an average of three fish to a boat, 
with 3,350 boats registering 725 Chin¬ 
ook, 482 jack Chinooks, 100 pinks and a 
fantastic 8,743 coho last weekend. 

Salmon Point-Comox-Deep Bay 
waters aren't far behind with a federal 
fisheries rating of 2.67 salmon a boat, 
with 2,655 boats recording 275 Chinook, 
400 jack Chinooks, 5,205 coho and 1,210 
Chinook grilse. 

Mid-Island waters around Qpali- 
cum, French Creek, Northwest Bay 
and Nanoosc have been giving up an 
average of .72 fish a boat, mostly 
coho. 

Around Nanaimo the Five Fingers 
area has been giving up eight to 16- 
pound Chinooks to drift fishermen and 
(rollers. Porlier Pass has been good to 
excellent on tide changes. 

Cowichan area fishing has shown 
great improvement with federal fish¬ 
eries giving it a rating of 1.33 fish a 
boat, with 1,200 boats checked for 700 
Chinooks, 300 jack Chinooks, 150 chin 
ook grilse and 450 coho. Sansum Nar 
rows and Active Pass have been good 
at flood and ebb tides for moochers 
using whole and plug cut herring. Cab¬ 
bage Island has been good for trailers. 

Saanich Inlet has been rated at 1.03 
fish a boat, mostly Chinooks; Sidney- 
James Island at .98 fish a boat, mostly 
Chinooks; Oak Bay at .55 fish a boat, 
mostly Chinooks; Victoria waterfront 
at .65 fish a boat, a mixture of coho and 
chinooks; and Pedder Bay to Sooke at 
.95 fish a boal, with some big Chinooks 
up to 40 pounds and lots of coho. 


MOSCOW (CP) — Nadia 
Comaneci of Romania re¬ 
covered to score a perfect 
10.0 in the uneven bars

Gnauck of East Germany. 

Davydova, 18, finished 
with a total of 79.150 points.

Davydova’s victory gave 
the host country 10 of the 19 
gold medals awarded 
Thursday and the Soviet 
Union total increased to 27 
gold plus 17 silver medals 
and nine bronze. 

East Germany, picking 
up two swimming gold 
medals and one in track 
andfield, was a distant sec¬ 
ond in the count with nine 
gold, 17 silver and 11 
bronze. 

The dispute over Coman¬ 
eci's score lasted more 
than 30 minutes.

The dispute was referred 
to the jury which upheld the 
judges team’s decision. 

Aleksandr Dityatin of the 


Soviet Union won the men’s 
all-round gymnastics gold 
medal Thursday and be¬ 
came the first male Olym¬ 
pic gymnast to score a per¬ 
fect mark of 10. 

Dityatin, the all-round 
world champion, received 
his perfect 10 in the vault. 
In all, five perfect 10 scores 
were awarded in the men’s 
competition. Judges in 
men’s events traditionally 
have been more conserva¬ 
tive than those in women’s 
competition. 

Nikolai Andrianov of the 
Soviet Union, quadruple 
gold medal winner in Mon- 
treal, won the silver 
medal. 

The Olympic track and 
field competition opened 
Thursday with the long- 
awaited matchup between 


British middle distance 
runners Sebastian Coe and 
Steve Ovett finally on dis¬ 
play. They easily won their 
heats in the 800-metre 
event before a full house of 
103,000 in Lenin Stadium. 

Ovett won his heat in one 
minute, 49.4 seconds. Coe 
won his heat in 1:48.5. 

Neither time w as close to 
Coe’s world record of 
1:42.4, but neither man was 
shooting for a record 
Thursday. 

The stadium crowd did 
see a world record in the 
women’s pentathlon when 
Nadyezhda Tkachenko led 
a Soviet sweep of the 
medals with a score of 5,083 
points, the first total ever 
over 5.000. 

Olgar Rukavishnikova 


was second with 4,937 and 
Olga Kuragina was third 
with 4,875. All three bet 
tered Kuragina’s previous 
world record of 4,856. 

Other Soviet Union gold 
medallists Thursday were 
swimmer Vladimir Salni 
kov with his third victory of 
the Games in the men’s

Interupting the Soviet 
and East German victories 
were gold medals taken by 
Maurizio Demilano of Italy 
in the 20-kilometre walk, 
Swiss cyclist Robert Dill 
Bondi in the individual pur 
suit, Pascale Trinquet of 
France in the women's in 
dividual foil fencing. Bui 
garin weightlifter Assen 
Zlatcv in the 75-kilogram 
class, Romanian Stefan 
Rusu in the Greco-Roman 
wrestling, 68-kilogram 
class, and the Australian 
men’s 4xl00-metre medley 
relay swimming team.

PRINCE RUPERT 
(CP)—The United Fisher¬ 
men and Allied Worker's 
Union wants Ottawa to take 
a strong position to prevent 
U.S. fishermen from inter¬ 
cepting Canadian pink sal¬ 
mon. 

A telegram has been sent 
to federal Fisheries Minis¬ 
ter Romeo Leblanc asking 
for the removal of suff 
lines, the boundaries which 
determine where Ameri¬ 
cans and Canadians can 
fish in Dixon Entrance, be¬ 
tween the Queen Charlotte 
Islands and the Alaska 
Panhandle. 

George Hewison, union 
secretary, said a surf line 
treaty agreed to in 1957 
allows Americans to set 
the’ir nets farther from 
shore than Canadians, 
which results in Americans 
getting four times as many 
fish as Canadians. 

Hewison says this year is 
especially harmful to Ca¬ 
nadian fishermen because 
pink salmon travel in a 
two-year cycle moving 
north to south in odd num¬ 
bered years and south to 
north in even numbered

Labor peace predicted for building industry 


VANCOUVER (CP) — A tentative 
contract agreement in the B.C. construc¬ 
tion industry may herald a new era of 
labor peace, says William Hamilton, 
president of the Employers’ Council of 
B.C. 

He said the agreement may be slightly 


inflationary, but was needed to prove B.C. 
is getting over a period of bitter labor con¬ 
frontation that began during the mid- 
1970s. 

Negotiators for the 17-union B.C. and 
Yukon Building Trades Council are rec¬ 
ommending acceptance of the pact, which 


provides increases in wages and benefits 
of $3.35 an hour or 22 per cent over 
two years, retroactive to May. 

Chuck McVeigh, president of the Con¬ 
struction Labor Relations Association 
representing about 800 contractors in 
B.C., called the agreement inflationary 


but said: “That's the price we had to pay 
for labor peace.” 

The increase, 10.3 per cent or $1.55 an 
hour in' the first year, is slightly above 
the national inflation rate of 10.1 per cent. 
Wages for B.C.’s 45,000 construction 
workers now average $15.07 an hour:

Bennett’s spirited bid for media space challenged 




Premier Bennett said Thursday 
that he expects the "public spirited 
media” to carry his stand on provin¬ 
cial rights to their own natural re¬ 
sources to the people free of charge. 

Earlier this week the premier told 
the Legislature that he intended to 
mount a province-wide information 
campaign to make the people of B.C. 
acutely aware of his “non-political, 
non-partisan" stand on resources. 

Since then, careful feelers have 
been sent out to some newspapers and 


radio stations and the television net¬ 
works to check their response to a 
request for free time and free space 
for the message. 

The response has been cool, jvith 
most of the publishers approached 
and the electronic media operators 
wanting more details on just what the 
premier is looking for before making 
a commitment. 

Questioned Thursday, the premier 
appeared vague on just what he ex¬ 
pected the media to do. 


Asked if he was looking for space In 
the news columns or free display ad¬ 
vertising, the premier answered that 
he was just looking for “public-spirit¬ 
ed newspapers to show some public 
spirit.” 

When one newspaper columnist 
asked if he could be more specific, the 
premier replied, "You could let me 
have your column one Sunday." The 
reporter answered that the column 
was always open to political response 
and that the premier was welcome to 


it as long as he understood that 
Opposition Leader David Barrett 
would be Invited to present his-views 
the following week. 

“Which government is he with?" 
asked the premier, obviously put out 
that his ideas might be challenged. 

“I don’t want to get into a partisan 
fight on this,” he said. “I just want to 
make the government’s views, not 
my views, known.” 

It was pointed out that as the pre¬ 
mier he always had open access to the 
news columns for his and his gov¬ 


ernment’s views, but that in fairness, 
other views and opinions must also be 
sought. 

Again the premier was cool to the 
suggesion that the government’s 
stand on resource, ownership might 
be challenged. 

It was also suggested by reporters 
that an article or letter written by the 
premier would probably have an ex¬ 
cellent chance of publication if sub¬ 
mitted through regular channels to 
the editor, but that a rebuttal of his 
arguments by the opposition or fed¬ 


eral government representatives 
would have the same excellent 
chance of publication, and in fact, 
would probably be actively sought for 
publication. 

The premier shook his head and 
quietly walked into the house. 

As of Thursday afternoon, Victoria 
daily newspapers had not been ap¬ 
proached by the premier or his offi¬ 
cials, other than in the offer to 
"ghost” a weekly column, provided 
opposing views were not given equal 
space.

Fast-paced school Dav,d ^ c 
shaves year’s course 

Vic High lawn

No more school, no more books. 

No more teachers’ dirty looks. 

. Jack Nickolichuk swivels in his chair 
in the office-storeroom-administralive 
headquarters of the Greater Victoria 
school district’s summer school and takes 
direct aim at that hoary rhyme. 

“I think this is about the neatest school 
the city's got, as well as' being the largest 
one.” 

Certainly the 80 teachers on the sum¬ 
mer school roster qualify as the largest 
public school staff under a single admin¬ 
istrator in the district. 

Neal? Well, taken literally, it doesn't 
apply, Jack. Nickolichuk’s office is an 
emptied-out classroom at Victoria high 
school which functions not only as Nicko¬ 
lichuk’s office, but also as a storeroom for 
books and a batch of audio-visual equip¬ 
ment. a couple of globes, a photo copier, a 
duplicator, a secretary, and just about 
anything else needed for summer school. 

EVERYTHING IS IN a single room so 
as not to bother Vic High's regular sum¬ 
mer office staff. 

But taken in the way Nickolichuk 
means it, yes, summer school is neat. 
Even the students say so. 

Kirby Vincent, taking driver education 
and mathematics, says the 20-day sum¬ 
mer school is “cramped, and there’s quite 
a bit of homework," but he enjoys the 
time he spends at it. 

"You meet a lot of new kids," says Liz 
Ages, an Oak Bay student relaxing on the 
lawn at Vic High with Mala Khangura and 
Margaret Armit of Cedar Hill junior high. 
Since her two-hour mathematics course is 
over at 12:30, it leaves all of the afternoon 
free. 

“You don’t wonder about what you’re 
going to do in the morning,” Mala says. 

“It’s better than regular school” Mar¬ 
garet asserts. "It goes faster." 

THE TWO CEDAR HILL students also 
take the bus to school for the first time. 

“It’s fun," Margaret says. “There’s 
this lady on the bus who keeps staring at 
<•, us." v 

Whatever your idea of fun may be, 
sfttnmcr school is an increasingly popular 
. way to spend the summer, Nickolichuk 
says. The elementary program, aimed at 
helping students in Grades 3 to 6 improve 
and maintain their skills in basic subjects 
during the summer, had places for 300 
students last year. This year about 450 
students are taking part. 

About 150 high school students arc 
taking academic courses for credit, cither 
to take a course which a timetable conflict 
.. kept them from before or to get a head 
start on the coming school year. 

They go to school for 3 1 / hours a day 
for 27 school days, “so they’re really 
packing it in," Nickolichuk says. 

THE LARGEST GROUP of students is 
making up core courses they have failed 


and which they require to graduate. The 
teachers have isolated the highlights 
taught in these courses during the regular 
school year, and they arc packed into 20 
days of summer school. About 800 stu¬ 
dent-places (some students will take 
more than one course) are used for make¬ 
up courses. 

A music program has attracted 150 stu¬ 
dents who play in a large band, in small 
groups, and for those who arc interested, 
in a strings class. 

Band, along with a driver education 
course, are the only two courses for which 
students pay fees. The rest arc free. 

English as a second language proved 
to be far more popular than Nickolichuk 
or others predicted. 

"1 THOUGHT WE might have enough 
people for two teachers,” or about 20 peo¬ 
ple. 

Instead, the applications kept rolling 
in until about 140 students had signed up, 
touching off a mad scramble for teach¬ 
ers. 

A program for Grade 7 and 8 students 
is designed for those who are doing mar¬ 
ginally in their present schools, and who 
face more problems in a high school 
environment. These students take two 
courses each day in different rooms, 
giving them a taste of high school class 
changes, and the classes themselves em¬ 
phasize basic English and mathematics 
skills in which the students may be weak. 

"We want to make these kids feel 
successful and competent, to feel good 
about what they are doing this summer,” 
Nickolichuk says. 

ALTHOUGH IN MOST cases students 
can get the same courses during the 
regular school year, summer school is 
unquestionably different from the regu¬ 
lar school year. 

By its very nature it is highly com¬ 
pressed, and attendance—usually 
stressed duing the school year anyway— 
becomes vital during summer school. 

“One day is five per cent of a make-up 
term, and in that two hours they cover a 
lot of ground," Nickolichuk says. Missing 
two days is like missing a,whole, mopth 
of the regular school year. 

Perhaps the most striking difference 
is the smaller classes, particularly in the 
elementary program and make-up 
courses. 

Most such classes have 10 students or 
fewer in them, a remarkable achieve¬ 
ment considering the resistance the 
school board has shown to smaller classes 
during the regular school term. 

“THE SCHOOL BOARD has recog 
nized that summer school is for a specific 
purpose and to achieve that purpose you 
have to have small classes,” Nickolichuk 

says. 

“In a make-up class, if you had regular 
class sizes there is no way the teacher 
could keep up with the marking."

Finding staff for the summer school 
can be a problem, Nickolichuk admits, 
but only among teachers who haven't 
done it before. He selected staff this year 
from various schools both within and 
outside of the Greater Victoria school 
district. 

“People who have taught summer 
school before are generally enthusiastic. 
Most of the staff are doing it again and 
again." 

They like the small classes and the 
chance to give more individual attention 
to students than they can during the 
regular school year. 


In spite of the demanding curriculum, 
summer school tends to be more relaxing 
for teachers than the regular school 
yedr. 

“CERTAINLY TEACHERS don't 
have the same kind of supervision, such 
as after school activities and iunch 
breaks.” 

This year, students have come from as 
far away as Calgary, Abbotsford and Port 
Hardy. All three local school districts and 
most local independent schools also have 
students attending the summer school. 

“Nobody has to come. Anybody who 


fails a make up course can take it at 
school next year.” 

But the vast majority of the students 
have a good commitment to what they are 
doing, even those who are making up a 
course they failed before, Nickolichuk 

says. 

“It’s a short term. It’s fast paced, with 
immediate feedback as to whether they 
are succeeding or not. And there arc 
short-term goals 20 days down the road." 

"It’s 20 days at two hours a day. It’s a 
hell of a lot better than repeating the 
whole course next year.”

Students cutting a niche in tight job market

MONTREAL — Here’s an inside tip for university 
graduates wondering how to psych out prospective 
employers. 

One big employer wants applicants to have experi¬ 
ence in “turning the school newspaper from a losing 
proposition into a moneymaker, putting themselves 
through school by washing socks or running a canteen 
. . and above all. a practical degree." 

That’s from Howard Muchnick, who will supervise 
the hiring of 880 university graduates for the Bank of 
Montreal this fall. 

The bank will hire some people—researchers and 
future administrators—with only bachelor of arts de¬ 
grees. 

But as with most acccounting firms, insurance 
companies and other employers, he is looking mostly for 
graduates with degrees in commerce or masters of 
business administration. 

Perhaps the only more sought after graduates in 
the employment market arc engineers. 

Imperial Oil Ltd., the federal government and 
the Aluminum Co. of Canada say there is a shortage 
of some kinds of engineers and students can have their 
pick of employers. 

Some companies place part of the blame for such 
shortages on universities. Michael Bainbridge. director 
of post secondary rec ruitment for the federal govern¬ 
ment. said in a recent interview that “universities 
are always two or three years behind the times with their 
programs." 

‘‘High! now we’re facing a critical shortage of 
petroleum engineers because so few schools have the 
programs ' 

But Concordia University information officer Mark 
(jet-son had a reply to that critic ism 

He said universities must haw- their programs 
approved by governments and “that can lake a year 
and a half 

Concordia doesn't have a petroleum engineering 
program, hr said, hot they do have thr only building 
engineermg program in (hr province 

And evidence shows tin universities must hr doing 
something right 


Their graduates get paid at least $1,000 more to start 
than non-graduates—an average of $17,000 for recent 
bachelor of arts graduates. 

“We used to pay them even more than that," said 
Bainbridge, who supervised the hiring of 856 university 
graduates and 383 junior-college graduates last year. 

“But now we’re finding we’re equally happy with 
the university student's theoretical skills as with the 
community college student’s practical skills." 

For some companies, graduates are worth as much 
as experienced workers, if not more. 

At Imperial Oil, graduate placement co-ordinator Ed 
Helcoe said the company hires about 250 graduates a 
year, mostly in engineering, to get “new blood.” 

At Alcan, Arnold Chiasson hired 41 graduates last 
year, again mostly engineers, for their “fresh outlooks." 

But the fresh outlooks don’t pay off right away, 
Chiasson said, because "for the first two years we’re 
giving them more in terms of knowledge than we’re 
getting back." 

With the high demand and low supply of engineering 
graduates. Helcoe and Chiasson have no choice but to go 
to more universities, conduct more interviews, advertise 
more and offer more competitive benefits to attract 
engineers than they did in the past. 

Jacinlhe Dauphin. 24. a graduate in chemical engi¬ 
neering from Ecole Polytechnique, had five interviews 
and five job offers. She accepted Imperial Oil’s because 
she had worked there last summer

MONTREAL — Students here arc 
finding that in these recessionary times, 
the best way to find a summer job is to 
invent one. 

Locaj Canada Manpower officials fig¬ 
ure they can find employment for about 
only 15,000 of the 100,000 students who 
have come to them for help, so they 
appreciate it when teenagers like Heather 
Bradley and Carol Gordon show a touch of 
the entrepreneurial spirit. 

When Heather, 18, and Carol, 16, tried 
to obtain jobs through regular channels, 
they found that employers—when willing 
to hire—wanted university students. 

Inspiration struck when they saw a 
magazine advertisement for silk 
screened T-shirts. Although they knew 
nothing about the subject, they managed 
to cull most of the information they 
needed from books in the public library. 

Manpower will lend as much as $1,000 
to students with a workable moneymak¬ 
ing idea, but Heather and Carol were 
afraid of shackling themselves with a

I never 
thought much about it until 
I read an article in the 
paper about how dangerous 
a human bite can be. 
Please print the facts so 
people who bite will stop it. 

An official in the New 
York City health depart¬ 
ment started to keep track 
of human bites, along with 
animal bites, in 1977. He 
said he was just amazed to 
discover that more than 900 
people in a single year re¬ 
ported that somebody bit 
them. 

Most bites occur during 
fights. Hands and fingers 
are bitten more than any 
other part of the body. Oc¬ 
casionally a person gets 
bitten accidentally, like 
during a sports event, but 
almost all bites are the re¬ 
sult of aggressive be¬ 
havior. 


More people bite between 
March and August, with 
June being the peak month. 
Saturday is the most popu¬ 
lar day for getting bitten. 
Teenagers and young 
adults do the most biting. 
Knuckles are the most 
common location for bites: 
This usually happens when 
someone gets hit in the 
mouth. 

Ail human bites should be 
seen by a physician if the 
skin is broken. Victims who 
do not seek treatment will 
realize within 24 hours 
whether they are in serious 
trouble because an infec¬ 
tion from a human bite pro¬ 
duces massive swelling 
and can cause severe pain. 
I hope I have helped draw 
attention to a subject most 
people don't pay much at¬ 
tention to, but they should.

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Glamor from another era fades for rancher 


By ROD EDWARDS 

EI.KWATER, Alta. (CP) 
— Running a 33,000 acre 
cattle ranch in the boon¬ 
docks is no longer a guaran¬ 
tee of privacy for freedom- 
loving cowboys like Perry 
Alfred Yeast. 

The plain-talking 63- 
year-old, known as P.A. to 
his friends, misses the days 
when this barren country 
was largely inaccessible, 
hidden behind the scenic 
Cypress Hills in southeast¬ 
ern Alberta. 

"When we first came to 
this country there were no 
roads,” said Yeast in a 
John Wayne monotone. 

‘Tve been on the ranch 
here for four months and 
never gone to town. I 
thought nothin' of it. We’d 
get a load of grub in the fall 
and lhat would do us till 
spring." 

But with the highways 
and fast cars have come 
the people. To Yeast, who 
moved on to his ranch in 
1917, they’re a nuisance. 
But he also knows they 
have to be tolerated. 

"It seems nowadays they 
can’t leave us alone any¬ 
more. There’s this folia 
cornin’ and that fella 
cornin’,” he said in an in¬ 
terview at his comfortable 
home built in a cony, tree- 
lined coulee. 

”It used to be you could 
sit on these ranches and sec 
very few people. But now 
they got people huntin' 
bugs. I've got a man down 
here now studyin’ the coy¬ 
ote. 

“We still get a lot of inter- 
ferenee from oil men. 
Farm analysts, govern¬ 
ment men bother us. But 
we have to put up with this. 
This is the change."

ranch he runs with two of 
his sons is not large com¬ 
pared with some others in 
the neighborhood, has 
about 900 head of cattle 
with 350 calves this year.

his Hereford business. 

The longhorn bulls are 
sold to other ranchers who 
use them for breeding 
yearling heifers. The 
longhorn-bred yearlings 
produce small calves, 
about 25 to 30 pounds, so 
they have less trouble at 
calving time and the off¬ 
spring grow quickly. 

The only time a note of 
exasperation crept into 
Yeast’s easy-going nature 
was during a discussion of 
land prices and the prob¬ 
lems facing young men try- 
ing to start their own 
spreads. 

When he broke out on his 
own, he paid about $150 a 
quarter section for his 33,- 
000 acres, which is about 
206 quarter sections. 

"Today, they're paying 
up to $30,000 a quarter for 
it, which I think is ridicu¬ 
lous," said Yeast, a fifth- 
generation cattleman 
whose ancestors ranched in 
the United Slates. 

“This land doesn’t pro¬ 
duce that much. To me, this 
corner of Alberta is the 
poorest land there is. 

"If I was to sell this place 
to a young man or to my 
sons, they would have to 
live here till they were too 
years old and they’d never 
gel me paid off." 

Yeast said aspiring 
ranchers haven't got a 
chance to get ahead unless 
they have someone backing 
them. 

"There’s a lot of young 
boys who"3 like to farm or 
have a ranch. They can’t 
get it started. They go into 
town, they get into bad 
company. Pretty sobn 
they’re just a bunch of 
bums to me. 

“The government only 
lends these boys enough 
money to get into a lot of 
trouble. They gotta get 
somebody to back them up 
or they're outaluck.” 

Being a rancher mean: 


long days of hard work, 
year-round: haying, calv¬ 
ing. branding, hauling feed 
in the winter, moving cattle 
from spring pastures to 
summer pastures and then 
to winter quarters, con¬ 
stantly checking the cattle 
for disease and pests. 

The most significant 


change in Yeast’s days has 
been the machinery which 
has taken the place of 
horses on most ranches. 

"And I’m gonna tell you 
something else. When they 
put the power in, and the 
telephone in, they made the 
country. The power espe¬ 
cially.”

Some disasters can’t be 
avoided even with all the 
modern conveniences, ma¬ 
chinery or medicines. 

One such^alamity struck 
Yeast in the winter of 1967, 
when a snow storm hit sud¬ 
denly in December and he 
lost 30 head of cattle. Tem¬ 
peratures dropped to 
minus 40 C and the wind 
reached 80 kilometres an 
hour for three days. 

"This was early in the 
year and a lot of cattle got 
caught out from the hol¬ 
lows and they froze to 
death. I seen cattle stand¬ 
ing up froze todeath. 

"I never seen that in my 
life before. The oldtimers 
had ^oUJ. me about it but 
that's the first time 1 seen 
it.” 

Even some of the cattle 
that survived the storm, 
died in the spring. 

“When thpy get frozen 
like that, when spring 
comes and they thaw out 
they get a jelly under their 
hide and it all turns black 
and they get blood poison¬ 
ing." 


“I knew one folia who 
took 40 cows in to the pack¬ 
ing plant and only two 
graded out. The rest went 
into the tank for fertiliz¬ 
er.” 

Yeast says there’s little 
fun leftin ranching. 

"The days of the glamor 
arc gone. There isn't as 
much riding anymore and 
things like this. The youn¬ 
ger generation, they don’t 
think the way us older 
fellas do. Everything’s me¬ 


chanized. For me the fun 
has pretty well gone out of 

it.” 

But he sees no alterna¬ 
tive to accepting the 
changes. Ranching has 
been his life and he knows 
nothing else. 

“Some people say ‘well, 
why don’t you quit and go to 
town?’ 

"That’s the last place 1 
want to go. I like to be out 
here in the country where 
I’m left alone."

Dear Dr. Donohue: What 
can you tell me about kera¬ 
tosis? It seems to thrive 
around the creases of nfy 
nose. How does one treat 
it? Would a dermatologist 
help me? — Mrs. K. 

A keratosis is a thick¬ 
ened, dry, irregular¬ 
shaped patch of skin. A 
callus is an example of a 
keratosis, but that is not 
what we normally think of 
when we use the term. 

When a keratosis comes 
with another word at¬ 
tached, this spells out a 
specific process causing it. 
Seborrheic keratoses (plu¬ 
ral) are yellow-brown 
patches that look like they 
are stuck on the skin. They 
can be removed. 

The word “seborrheic” 
identifies the underlying 
cause—oil glands. Actinic 
keratoses appear on skin 
damaged by the sun. They 
may be normal skin color 
to brownish. These are 
firmly attached to the skin. 
A cream with 5-fluoroura- 
cil is applied to them. 
Keratosis follicularis is an 
inherited form, with waxy- 
like masses around hair 
follicles. On some areas of 
the body, this is treated 
with radiation that pene¬ 
trates only a short distance 
into the skin. Lotions with 
vitamin A are also used. 


Your Good Health

As you can see, there are 
many kinds of keratoses. 
For me to be specific, you 
need that “other word" I 
mentioned to identify just 
which kind of keratosis you 
have. For sure, a derma¬ 
tologist can help you. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: A few 

years ago, at the ripe age of 
two years, our son had a 
rash we were told was 
shingles. Have you ever 
heard of such a thing at 
that age? The doctor 
wasn’t positive. I should 
add that the rash developed 
shortly after our famous 
Johnstown Flood (of 1977). 
Could he have picked it up 
because of unsanitary con¬ 
ditions at that time? — Mr. 
and Mrs. W.L. 

Shingles at age two is 
unusual. That doesn't 
mean it couldn't happen. 
Chicken pox at that age is 
more common. A very 
young child may get shing¬ 
les if his mother had chick¬ 
en pox during pregnancy. 
The Johnstown Flood 
would not have caused 
either illness. 


Normally, the first expo¬ 
sure to the shingles virus 
causes the chicken pox. 
After having had chicken 
pox, the virus stays with us, 
but goes "underground." It 
can appear later in life as 
shingles. If you’ve noticed, 
the rash of shingles does 
look a lot like that of chick¬ 
en pox. Chicken pox got its 
name because the eruption 
looks like a chick pea. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: My 
31-year-old son has suf¬ 
fered for years with excru¬ 
ciating headaches. He was 
told they were migraine, 
but we wonder. Are mi¬ 
graines accompanied by 
numbness in parts of the 
face and hands? — B.F. 

Migraine headaches can 
keep company with many 
strange nerve-related 
symptoms. The headache 
is usually one-sided (one or 
the other side of the head), 
but numbness of one or 
both hands has been noted 
in some patients. It is not 
difficult for the doctor to 
distinguish a classic mi¬ 
graine from other forms of 


headache. Ergot prepara¬ 
tions taken early in the 
onset of a migraine attack 
can help interrupt it. I am 
taking it for granted that 
your son has had an exami¬ 
nation to exclude other pos¬ 
sible causes for numbness 
of extremities—spinal in¬ 
jury, etc. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I 

have suffered from rheu¬ 
matoid arthritis for a num¬ 
ber of years. Just last week 
my doctor ordered a rou¬ 
tine chest X-ray for me. He 
told me later that 1 have 
arthritis of the lung. What 
is lung arthritis? I had al¬ 
ways thought it was limited 
to the joints.—G4. 

I’m sure your doctor said 
“rheumatoid lung.” Am I 
right? 

Rheumatoid arthritis is a 
joint inflammation dis¬ 
ease, but about 20 per cent 
of persons with that have 


the same kind of inflam¬ 
mation in the lung lining 
(pleura). This is pleurisy- 
pleural inflammation. In a 
few people, the lung tissue 
itself can be involved, and 
there may be scarring or 
nodules in the lungs. This is 
not common. 

The rheumatoid lung can 
be painful. Apparently you 
are having no symptoms. 
That is a good sign. Should 
you develop painful symp¬ 
toms (as from deep breath¬ 
ing) later on, this bit of 
your "history" will be im¬ 
portant information. 

The treatment for rheu¬ 
matoid lung is to control 
the rheumatoid arthritis 
with the usual medica¬ 
tion-aspirin, for example. 
This lung involvement is an 
example of how rheuma¬ 
toid arthritis may affect 
many organs, and not just 
joints.

Vancouver Island s Ltrading Building Supply Contra 
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Used oil recycling hailed 


A government .sponsored program 
encouraging people to recycle their 
used automobile oil has been received 
with praise by environmentalists. 

The program was announced 
Thursday by B C. F.nvlronment Min¬ 
ister Stephen Rogers. 

Nineteen gas stations In the 
Greater Victoria area have agreed to 
act as depots, and if the program is 
successful, it will be expanded to the 
Lower Mainland and elsewhere in the 
province, Rogers said in a news re¬ 
lease. 

Recycled oil, with the correct addi¬ 
tives, is indistinguishable from newly 
refined oil and can be reused indefi¬ 
nitely, Rogers said. 

Cliff Stainsby.f executive director 
of SPEC (the Society for Pollution 
and Environmental Control) in Van¬ 
couver, said Thursday in an Inter¬ 
view the program is a "tremendous 
step." 

"Hopefully it will be successful and 
extended to other parts of the prov¬ 
ince,” Stainsby said. 


“This oil usually finds its way into 
waters and sewer systems. It’s been a 
disposal problem for years and 
years.” 

Rogers said stations participating 
in the program, which is being spon¬ 
sored by the resource recovery sec¬ 
tion of the ministry's waste man¬ 
agement branch, will display posters 
identifying them as used oil recycle 
depots. 

The program will ensure that oil 
taken to the depots will be recycled 
rather than "carelessly dumped or 
otherwise discarded in a manner 
harmful to the environment," Rogers 
said. 

Ministry spokesmen said Thursday 
there are several re-refining plants in 
B.C., including a new plant in North 
Vancouver operated by Mohawk Oil, 
a Canadian-owned company. 

The Mohawk plant produces a re- 
refined oil that is indistinguishable 
from new oil and the production pro¬ 
cess does not create hazardous bypro¬ 
ducts, they said. 


Although all oil taken to participat¬ 
ing gas stations will be recycled, it 
won’t necessarily be shipped to a 
re-refining plant, they said. 

Some of the reused oil may be used 
for heating purposes or by munici¬ 
palities when they oil roads, although 
the latter use is being discouraged. 

Re-refined oil has been available on 
the market for some time but has not 
been particularly popular with the 
private automobile owner. 

The ministry said participating 
stations are the following:

Services Ltd., M and M Esso Service, 
Gordon Head Shell, Tyec Service, 
Glanford Esso Service, Derick’s Bay 
Services, Cadboro Bay Texaco Ser¬ 
vice Station, Hillside 66, Fernwood 
Esso Service.

Visitors to Cattle Point 
at Oak Bay were treated 
Wednesday to the sight of 
helicopters laden with liq¬ 
uid concrete being airlifted 
to Discovery Island. 

A total of 11 yards was 
ferried across Wednesday 
by coast guard helicopters 
in a project to rebuild a 
room for the engine, elec¬ 
tricity generator and com¬ 
pressor for the foghorn and 
light on the island. 

The all-concrete building 
is being erected at a cost of 
about $40,000, said William 
Exley, superintendent of 
lights with the federal 
transport ministry. 


It would replace the 
original wooden building 
which had become too ex¬ 
pensive to maintain. 

The building has con- 
prele block walls and a con¬ 
crete ceiling to make it per¬ 
manent and fire-resistant. 

It should be ready in two 
months. Meanwhile, tem¬ 
porary arrangements have 
been made to keep the fog¬ 
horn and light in operation. 

Exley paid tribute to the 
Oak Bay police and fire 
department for their co-op¬ 
eration in helping with the 
concrete cleanup and traf¬ 
fic control.

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Helen Chesnut's Garden Notes 


At the risk of being drummed off 
the Island, I must point out that it’s 
exactly five months today to Christ¬ 
mas and while one hesitates to dis¬ 
cuss such matters as Christmas gifts 
in mid-summer. I’d like to point out 
that gardeners have materials at 
their fingertips for most unique and 
welcome gifts for special people. 

Depending on what you have grow¬ 
ing in your backyard plot, it’s a 
good idea to put up a few small jars of 
home preserves for a special gift for 
someone who lives alone. Nothing is 
prettier than a jar packed with lus 
cious fruit or vegetables, presented 
with a nice ribbon tied around it and 
perhaps bearing a personalized label 
showing it to be the product of your 
garden and kitchen. 

This year you might like to have a 
go at small jars of brandied peaches 
—peach halves poached in a honey 
and brandy syrup. Or stew some fruit 
with cornstarch or tapioca for home¬ 
made pie fillings. Homemade plum 
sauce with plums, pumpkin, vinegar 
and brown sugar is a grand fondu 
accompaniment. 

Just to inspire you, here is a re 
cently discovered recipe for dill 
pickles (actually, an old family 
recipe given me by a friend) that is 


water, one quart vinegar, y, cup 
coarse salt. Pour over dill-sized cu¬ 
cumbers packed in hot jars with a 
head of dill and some garlic cloves. 
Scrub and pierce the middle of the 
cucumbers first. Do not double this 
recipe. 

I stick some carrot slices in the 
jars too. But this year, I’m going to do 
whole jars of dilled carrots using this 
recipe, because the family goes wild 
over them. The carrots need to be 
blanched a bit first. I think a jar of 
home-grown dills is a welcome gift 
because even recipients who do their 
own are always delighted to try out 
someone else’s special recipe. 

Home-grown and packed herbs also 
make wonderful gifts, dried and 
packed in small jars. Herbs are easily 
dried in any warm, dry spot out of the 
sun, or in a low oven or in one of those 
new-fangled home food dryers. Once 
they are dry, remove from stems, 
crumble and package in airtight con¬ 
tainers. Label and date the herb. 

And don’t throw away those stems. 
Gather them into short, fat bundles, 
cut the stems evenly at each end of 
the bundle and tie with a colored 
burnable cord or ribbon. Any leftover 
clippings can be packaged in paper 
bags and similarly tied.

nations can be used and bits of dried 
orange and lemon peel are pleasant 
additions, as arc pieces of cinnamon 
and cloves. Good herbs to use for this 
purpose are mint, bergamot, lemon 
balm, lavender, rosemary, thyme 
and tarragon. 

Another wonderful way to make 
gifts from your herbs is to make herb 
vinegars. These are super-simple to 
make with cider or wine vinegar and 
basil, dill, garlic, thyme, chive or any 
herb combination that appeals to 
you. 

Let about two cups of fresh herb 
stand in a quart of vinegar about two 
weeks in a warm spot. Strain into 
sterilized jars. For added interest 
add a fresh sprig of herbs to the gift 
jar. Save small gift containers like 
vanilla jars for the herb vinegars. If 
the jar tops have printing on them, 
cover with paint or colored nail pol¬ 
ish. 

A surprising number of your back 
yard garden products can be dried for 
gifts that are especially suited for 
mailing. Almost any fruit can be 
oven-dried overnight with the oven 
below 200 and a tea towel holding the 
oven door open just a crack. 

Line a pan with brown or freezer 
paper so the fruit will not be in 
contact with metal. Homemade soup 
mixes can be produced with dried 
vegetable flakes in Ihc same way—a 
great gift idea for an avid cyclist or 
backpacker. 



It is incumbent on every 
columnist to see Last 
Tango in Paris and com¬ 
ment on it. Some critics 
have called it the greatest 
movie of our time. Others 
have written that it is one of 
the great ripoffs of the film 
industry. 

But having seen the 
movie, I would like to ad¬ 
vance the opinion that most 
critics have missed the 
point of the picture. 

Last Tango in Paris is 
not, as it has been de¬ 
scribed, the story of an 
aging American (Marlon 
Brando) and a young girl 
(Maria Schneider) in a des¬ 
perate sexual battle for 
survival. 

It is really a simple hear¬ 
twarming film about two 
people trying to rent the 
same apartment in Paris. 

Only those who have ever 
searched for an apartment 
in Paris can appreciate 
what Brando and Miss 
Schneider go through for 
this lovely flat near the 
Seine. 

In the film, Brando plays 
a wastjed-out American, 
» whotievife has jusUpom- 
mitted suicide. He wants 
the apartment in the worst 
way. So does the young 
French girl. 

They meet by accident in 
the empty flat and you see 
Brando’s mind working. He 
figures if he rapes the girl, 


she'll go away and he’ll get 
the apartment. 

But Miss Schneider, a 
child of the French Bour¬ 
geoisie, is made of sterner 
stuff, and she puts up little 
resistance to Brando's as¬ 
sault. As a matter of fact, 
while she’s being bounced 
around by Marlon, she is 
really measuring the floor 
to see how much carpeting 
it will take. 

The next day they are 
back at the apartment 
again. Brando has brought 
a table, chairs and a bed to 
assert his claim to it. But 
Miss Schneider is not im¬ 
pressed and walks about 
the place as if it were hers. 

This infuriates Brando 
and he throws her down on 
the bed and keeps mutter¬ 
ing, “It’s mine, it’s mine.’’ 
Miss Schneider just laughs 
at him. 

All the time they are 
making love, she is looking 
at the window, trying to 
figure what size curtains 
she’ll need for the room. 

Brando, exhausted and 
fearful that he’ll lose the 
fiat, visits his'mother-in- 
law and dead wife. We see 
the tiny hotel he lives in and 
realize why Brando is so 
intent on getting the apart¬ 
ment. Miss Schneider goes 
off with her fiance and we 
discern why she wants a 
new place to live. ‘ v 


Back to the apartment. 
Rather than being fright 
ened by Brando's brutality, 
Miss Schneider becomes 
more determined than ever 
to wrest the key away from 
him. 

The next time they meet, 
she’s in her wedding dress 
and Brando is so mad he 
throws her in the tub. Mira¬ 
cle of miracles, the plumb¬ 
ing works, and Brando 
gives Miss Schneider a 
bath while she figures out 
what color scheme would 
go best with the white 
medicine cabinet. 

By this time. Brando is 
worn out and figures the 
apartment isn't really 
worth it. He leaves without 


tuiling Miss Schneider his 
name. 

A little battered from the 
sexual encounters. Miss 
Schneider returns trjiim 
phantly with her fiance to 
show him the flat. But after 
all Miss Schneider's been 
through, the fiance takes 
one look at the place and 
declares, "It’s too big." 

This is when I started to 
cry. 

I don't know if Last 
Tango in Paris is a great 
mqvie or not. but I believe 
that director Bertolucci 
has made an important so¬ 
cial statement about one of 
the real outrages of our 
time, which happens to be 
the housing shortage in 
France.

Four Victoria enthusiasts will be among 32 
vintage car owners setting out this morning from 
Victoria on a tour across Canada. 

The trip, three years in planning and organized 
by the Golden Ears chapter of the Vintage Car Club 
of Canada, Maple Ridge, B.C., will take five weeks. 

All drivers arc from B.C., and some are taking 
their families with them, bringing the number of 
participants to 68. 

B.C. Tourism Minister Pat Jordan and New¬ 
foundland Tourism Minister Ron Dawc will official¬ 
ly start the 7,808-kilometre drive at Mile-Zero, 
Dallas and Douglas, at 8 a.m. 


Jordan said the voyagers would be "great 
ambassadors for our province.” 

Also to attend this morning’s ceremony arc Al 
Harvey, Royal Canadian Legion's national presi¬ 
dent, and Margaret Kearney, promotions co-ordina- 
tor for Newfoundland's tourism department. 

The theme for this first organized cross-country 
tour is Ethnic Canadian Unity. 

Tour co-ordinator Don MacDonald says the 22 
children and 16 adults participating are looking 
forward to a "real education. The number of people 
who have never been across Canada is astound 

ing”. . 

Participants are wearing candy-stripea jac¬ 
kets, supplied by the provincial government. During 


the tour they will visit Indian, Doukhobor, Hutterite, 
Icelandic and other communities. 

.The 32 participating vehicles were manufac¬ 
tured between 1929 and 1948. They range from a 1930

Suds going, 
panic grows, 
strike looks 
inevitable 


A new wave of panic buying had dried up the , 
Canadian beer stock at ail but one of 13 Victoria 
area government liquor stores Thursday as a 
thirsty public prepared for what seemed to be 
the inevitable—a brewery industry shutdown in 
B.C. 


By late Thursday night 
there was no hint of any 
development that might 
prevent the decision of the 
three major breweries to 
put a lockout in effect at 
midnight tonight. Since op¬ 
erations are normally 
closed during the weekend, 
the impact wouldn't be 
fully felt until Monday. 

Ray Walnwright. presi¬ 
dent of the Victoria local 
for Labatt employees, has 
called a meeting for this 
morning to explain the last 
offer "and see if they're 
willing to vote on it." 

However, he concedes 
such a vote would mean 
nothing-more now than put 
ting the feelings of his local 
on record, since a group of 
23 women office workers at 
Pacific Brewers Distribu¬ 
tors had voted rejection 
Wednesday night. 

The industry reportedly 
will only accept agreement 
from all operations. There 
were no plans for a vote 
bv the big Vancouver local 
of the Brewery, Winery and 
Distillery Workers Union. 
The PBD women make up 
only one small group within 
the local. 

There is a third local at 
treston. 

When the lockout is in 
place it will mean no Cana 
dian beer at liquor stores 
between the coast and Sas¬ 
katchewan Brewery work 
ers in Alberta were locked 
out by the same three 
breweries, Labatt. Molson 
and Carling O’Keefe on 
Wednesday following a 
breakdown in talks. It is the 
third successive summer 
shutdown in that province. 

A shutdown in B.C. two 
years ago resulted in beer 
being brought in from the 
United States. But that 
seems out of the question 
this time, since the brew 
cry workers have just affi¬ 
liated with the B.C. Gov¬ 
ernment Employees' 
Union, which covers em¬ 
ployees at the liquor stores 
and the distribution 
branch. 

The BCGEU would al¬ 
most certainly refuse to 
handle American beer in 
such a situation. 

Wainwright and his Van¬ 
couver counterpart, John 
Langley, sent telegrams to 
Labor Minister Jack 
Heinrich Wednesday ask¬ 
ing him to appoint an in¬ 
dustrial inquiry commis¬ 
sioner in advance of the 
lockout schedule. 

But Heinrich made it 
clear last Friday he was 
prepared to accept a shut 
down rather than have the 
government interfere at 
this time. 

"Everybody has the op 
portunity to lock out nr go 
on strike and it may very 
well be that's the direction 
they should go for a while." 

To emphasize his point. 
Heinrich said: "It may he 
that people are going lo be 
drinking lots of Kooi Aid 
and lemon juice." 

While the Sidney liquor 
store was the only one with 
a limited amount of beer 
left by 5 p m Thursday 


(with no guarantee any¬ 
where of further deli¬ 
veries), hotels still had lots 
to offer the patrons, as long 
as they drank on the prem 
ises. Big stocks were 
brought in early, but in an 
effort to preserve them the 
hotels are not selling take- 
home beer. 

The breweries are offer¬ 
ing $1 an hour in each of 
three years on top of a 
current bottling line rate of 
$111.10. The union wants 
$1.05 in each of two years.

NANAIMO — Ever see some¬ 
thing unexpected on your televi¬ 
sion screen? 

City of Nanaimo officials got a 
real shock last winter when they 
carried out a closed-circuit televi¬ 


sion inspection of the city’s sewer 
lines. 

They found beady eyes looking 
back at them. 

The eyes belonged to rats, a 
common problem in waterfront 
cities such as Nanaimo. 

Since then the city has been

carrying out an extermination pro : 
gram of the sewer rats and plans to 
continue with the project as part of 
its environmental health duties. 

City director of public works A. 
W. MacDony^lold city council 
this week that when the city sent 
the travelling miniature TV cam¬ 
era down into the sanitary sewer 
lines, it got some actual photo¬ 
graphs of the rats moving through 
the sewers. 

“We felt that bait placed on the 
dry areas of the sewer manholes 
might be a very effective w>ay to 
control the increasing rodent prob¬ 
lem," MacDonald said. 

The city contracted Swift Exter¬ 
minating of Nanaimo to carry out 
the job. , 

The program has now been un¬ 
derway for several months and 
city officials feel that it is a worth¬ 
while project and will continue it. 
so far as the budged allows, par¬ 
ticularly during the dry months. 

During this first year. MacDon 
aid said, the exterminating pro 
gram will concentrate on the wa 
terfront areas of the city, since 


experts believe this is the most 
popular habitat for rodents. 

The rats show no discrimination, 
either, showing up in all water¬ 
front areas of the city, from the 
expensive Cilaire subdivision to 
the industrial areas in the southend 
of town. 

Brian Maddison of Swift Exter¬ 
minating told the city that in the 
area of the Civic Arena and Ci* 
laire, the rats seem to be the 
hungriest, takjng "all the bail we 
can give them:” 

Other areas where bait has been 
taken include the southend, John¬ 
ston Terminal yard and Marl¬ 
borough Drive. 

The program has also been con¬ 
ducted at the CPR yard, Bastion 
Street, Rosehill Street and the hos¬ 
pital area. 

MacDonald said that the city is 
also continuing its program of an¬ 
swering residents' rats com 
plaints. With 58 properties visited 
so far this year. 

MacDonald said that the sewers 
are a sealed system and that there 
are no problems with other ant 
mats getting (he bail 


urban containment bound¬ 
ary 20 years ago, said he 
was disappointed there was 
not a better feeling about 
preservation of greenbelt.

VANCOUVER (CP)—A 
University of British Co¬ 
lumbia health care econo¬ 
mist says there are a few 
cavities in the provincial 
government’s new denti¬ 
care plan. 

The most distressing as¬ 
pect of the $85.3-million 
plan, says Robert Evans, is 
(hat it will cost taxpayers 
more than it should. Costs 
will be dependent on den¬ 
tists who will have no in¬ 
centive to keep fees and 
billings down. 

“It's going to change 
things, but not as much as 
they might think it will,” 
Evafls said in an interview 
Wednesday, the day Health 
Minister Rate Mair an¬ 


nounced the long-awaited 
program. 

The plan, which takes ef¬ 
fect Jan. 1, pays half of all 
dental costs up to $1,400 for 
children 14 years and under 
and for senior citizens not 
receiving medicare pre¬ 
mium assistance. 

People whose medicare 
premiums are paid by the 
human resources ministry, 
their dependents, and any¬ 
one who receives medicare 
premium^ assistance and 
their dependents are fully 
covered for the first $700 of 
insured services. 

Excluded are orthodon¬ 
tics, crowns and bridges or 
gold restorative materials. 

Mair estimated about 


915,000 B.C. residents 
would benefit from the 
plan, but Evans disputed 
this figure, saying a large 
proportion of the children 
are covered privately and 
others won’t take advan¬ 
tage of the plan. He said an 
annual total of 500,000 ben¬ 
eficiaries is more realistic. 

Evans said dentists not 
directly participating in 
the plan might bill more 
than the fee schedule nego¬ 
tiated with the govern¬ 
ment. Dentists also are 
likely to be more thorough 
itemizing their bills, charg¬ 
ing for services which now 
would be given free. 

“We call it a la carte 
billing,” he said. “The

physicians became past 
masters of it when medi¬ 
care was introduced." 

And because the plan is 
not compulsory, Evans 
said dentists will have the 
upper hand when negotiat¬ 
ing fee schedules. 

“If the government tries 
to negotiate tough, then the 
dentists can just get out.” 

The maximum coverage 
of $700 to any eligible pa¬ 
tient is curiously high. 
Evans said, because few of 
the treatments offered 
would total $700, unless a 
patient had several root 
canals. 

“They have already cut

Program ads false, says Macdonald 


Alex Macdonald (NDP—Vancou¬ 
ver East) said Thursday in the Legis¬ 
lature that health ministry advertise¬ 
ments providing details of the new 
denticare program were “false and 
misleading." 

Macdonald’s complaint lay in the 
line which states that up to $700 a year 
will be available for senior citizens 
and children up to the age of 14 when 
dental work is required. 

In fact, Macdonald argued, the 
plan pays the $700 total only if $1,400 
has been spent on dental treatments 
during the course of a year. 

The material released by Health 
Minister Rafe Mair clearly states 


that the denticare program will pay 
“for half of all insured services up to 
$1,400 a year." That means that a 
child under 14 or a senior citizen 
qualify for half their actual costs up 
to $1,400. 

Macdonald insisted that the dis¬ 
play advertisements now being pub¬ 
lished leave the distinct impression 
that the elderly and the young will 
receive $700 toward dental costs even 
if their actual costs are well below 
$1,400 

“If a private company ran an 
advertisement like that they’d be 
charged with false and misleading 
advertising," Macdonald said. 


Consumer and Corporate Affairs 
Minister James Nielsen thanked 
Macdonald for an opinion “largely 
based on his own legal opinion. I’ll 
seek more reliable counsel.” 

At that rebuke, Macdonald asked 
Attorney-General Allan Williams if 
he would investigate the matter. 

“Put a formal complaint in writ¬ 
ing and we’ll investigate," Williams 
answered. 

Outside the house, Mair, the mSn 
who approved the ads, said Macdon¬ 
ald was the only person he had 
come across who didn’t seem to un¬ 
derstand exactly what the advertise¬ 
ments were saying. 


to that sort of expense," , 
such as orthodontic work. 

Evans said the $85.3-mil- 
lion price tag suggests the 
government is banking that 
not all eligible people will 
be using the plan. If every¬ 
one used it to the full extent 
of their coverage, the price 
tag would be-$630 million a 
year, based on the ministry 
figure of 900,000 eligible 
users. 

Evans said the $85.3 mil¬ 
lion estimate is illusory be¬ 
cause a major part of that 
money is already spent by 
the human resources min¬ 
istry on unemployable wel¬ 
fare recipients. 

Evans echoed criticism 
by Dennis Cocke, New 
Democratic Party health

However, Dr. Ted Ra- 
mage, president of the B.C. 
College of Dental Sur¬ 
geons, said the plan ulti¬ 
mately will save the tax¬ 
payers money, 

“What we’re trying to do 
here is build a preventive 
program to ensure that 
today’s children won’t re¬ 
quire expensive dental 
treatment such as crowns 
and bridges in the fu¬ 
ture ..."

Did new phantom slay nude violinist? 


NEW YORK (AP) — A woman 
violinist who left the Metropolitan 
Opera House orchestra pit at intermis¬ 
sion the night before to meet ballet star 
Valery Panov backstage was found 
dead Thursday, nude and shackled in 
an opera house ventilating shaft. 

Police indicated the British Colum¬ 
bia born violinist, Helen Hagnes Min- 
tiks. 30. might have been the ytrlim of a 
modern-day Phantom of the Opera, 
someone who knew intimately the 
maze of rooms, stairways and corri¬ 
dors at the opera house in the Lin¬ 
coln Centre for the Performing Arts. 

Mrs. Mintiks, who police say never 


saw Panov, was reported missing dur¬ 
ing Wednesday night's performance of 
the Berlin Ballet. Fears for her safety 
heightened when her husband, Janis, 
appeared at the end of the perfor 
manee and could not find her. 

It took police nearly 12 hours to find 
the body, on a beam in a ventilating 
shaft between the third and fourth 
floors of the opera house. 

Deputy Chief Insp. Richard Nicas- 
tro said Mrs. Mintiks was apparently 
thrown into the shaft from above. He 
noted that Panov's dressing room was 
on the stage level and said there was no 


known reason why she should have 
been on a higher floor. 

Nicastro said it was his belief that 
her death was the result of “a chance 
encounter." 

Mrs. Mintiks, a member of a free¬ 
lance American orchestra performing 
with the Berlin troupe, had played 
during the first ballet on the program 
but was not scheduled to perform 
again until the third ballet. 

The inspector said that at the- first 
intermission, about tt:50 p m., the vio¬ 
linist went to the women’s locker room 
and chatted with another musician. 


She was last seen alive around 9:30 
p.m., he said, when she left the locker 
room saying she had an appointment 
for "an artistic discussion" with 
Panov. She was never seen in or 
near Panov's dressing room. 

Asked whether Panov might be a 
suspect in the slaying, Nicastro re¬ 
plied, "Of course not.” 

Later, Panov's wife, Galina Pano¬ 
va, told reporters there was no ap¬ 
pointment with the violinist, but she 
had heard that Mrs. Mintiks wanted to 
meet them. 

Nicastro said when Mrs. Mintiks’ 
body was found, she was lying on her 


back on the beam, bound and complete¬ 
ly "disrobed.” 

He said there were no apparent 
wounds. 

Bom Helen Hagnes in Aldergrove, 
B.C., she gave her first recital at 13 in 
Vancouver, after winning several 
awards as a music student. 

In 1971, she played with the CBC 
orchestra, won a scholarship to West¬ 
ern Washington State College and ac¬ 
ceptance by the Juilliard School of 
Music in New York. 

She also represented Canada in the 
Jeunesses Musicales world orchestra 
in Montreal and Copenhagen.

Olympics head into red 


MOSCOW (AP) - Thu 
Moscow Olympic Games 
were expected to be a 
source of much-needed 
hard currency for the So¬ 
viet Union, but the boycott 
and slow ticket sales over¬ 
all could turn them into a 
financial failure. 

Western attendance at 
the troubled Games is down 
to as little as a quarter 
of projected figures, and 
East Bloc attendence has 
dropped as well, prelimin¬ 
ary figures here show. 

The steep drop from the 
projected 300.000 foreign 
tourists expected during 
the three weeks of the 
Olypmics could mean a loss 


of as much as $200 million 
in hard currency for the 
Soviet Union, according to 
one western estimate. 

While the U.S.-led boy¬ 
cott over the Soviet inter¬ 
vention in Afghanistan is 
generally cited as the rea¬ 
son for the lower-than-ex- 
pected attendance, ticket 
sales appeared to be slower 
than expected even before 
the boycott was initiated. 

Because some national 
figures are in question or 
are only estimates, over all 
numbers of Olympic visi¬ 
tors are still approximate. 
Soviet tourist authorities 
claim they don’t know 
themselves yet how many 


tourists are coming to the 
Olympics. 

But from checks with 20 
western embassies and na¬ 
tional travel bureaus, it ap¬ 
pears that only about 30.000 
tourists will be in Moscow 
during the Games from na¬ 
tions which had been allot¬ 
ted tickets for close to 130,- 
000 . 

Before the boycott was 
launched by U.S. President 
Carter, about 18,500 Ameri¬ 
cans were expected to visit 
the Soviet Union during the 
Games. Now that figure is 
down to about 3,000. Ameri¬ 
cans who decided to go to 
Moscow despite the lack of 
a U.S. team have generally 


said they either wanted to 
see the Games anyway or 
that they had paid for the

OTTAWA — Prime Minister Trudeau and Al¬ 
berta Premier Peter Lougheed this morning enter 
their second tense day of oil price haggling, after a 
six-hour huddle Thursday produced no tangible 
results.

Their original 
plan was to meet for one day only. 

But among politicians' in Ottawa, the chief topic 
of conversation Thursday was the possibility of an 
emergency House of Commons session next month, 
should no agreement be reached today 

A rumor was spreading that Trudeau might decide 
to recall MPs Aug. 15 or thereabouts to vote on legislation 
allowing the federal government to set a new national oil 
price unilaterally. 

Lougheed and Trudeau spent Thursday morning at 
the prime minister’s Harrington Lake summer resi¬ 
dence, broke for lunch with their rr .y. ttive officials, 
then bargained till late in the afternoon at 24 Sussex. 

All negotiating was behind closed doors. Report 
ers who hoped to get some hint of the direction the 
talks were taking by waiting outside Trudeau's door 
were shooed away by officials in mid-afternoon. 

In eonstrast to this atmosphere of frustrating se¬ 
crecy, the federal energy department was eagerly 
dispensing fuel-saving tips to consumers fearing the 
worst. 

Energy officials refused to talk dollars, but agreed 
that whatever the outcome of today's talks, oil prices 
would soon go up with a painful jolt. 

The current Canadian oil price is $14.75 a barrel. On 
international markets, oil is selling at prices ranging 
from $30 to $37. 


Rebels run 
low on food 


LA PAZ (AP) — Miners 
and peasants opposed to 
the new right-wing military 
regime continued to occupy 
strongholds south of La Paz 
on Thursday, but travellers 
said the area was running 
out of food and basic neces¬ 
sities. 

The government said one 
soldier was shot to death in 
a clash near Huanuni, a 
mining district about 4™ 
kilometres south of La Paz. 

Reports from the region 
were sketchy and it was 
not clear how many people 
were resisting or liow well 
they were armed. 

The miners were instru¬ 
mental in overthrow ing the 
army in a 1952 revolution 
that brought widespread 
social reform. They repre¬ 
sent the only organized re¬ 
sistance to the new govern¬ 
ment, which seized power 


July 17 after overthrowing 
President Lidia Gueiler. 

Mrs. Gueiler took asylum 
at the La Paz residence of 
the papal nuncio, the pope’s 
representative to Bolivia. 
There were conflicting re¬ 
ports on her status. 

The government televi¬ 
sion network said she was 
free to come and go as she 
pleased, but diplomatic 
sources said shq_ had no| 
been given papers to leave 
the country. 

The military seized 
power to block the antici¬ 
pated selection by Con¬ 
gress of a left-wing former 
president as Bolivia’s new 
president. 

Radio Pio XII. a station 
owned by a Roman Catho¬ 
lic order, returned to the 
air Thursday after a brief 
shutdown and announced 
the miners had agreed to

GLACIER NATIONAL 
PARK, Mont. (UPI) — A 
grizzly bear mauled two 
campers to death Thursday 
in a pre dawn attack in 
Glacier National Park. 

Park spokesman Joe 
Schellenberger said the 
man and woman, whom 


he would not identify, were 
both employees of the 
park’s Lake McDonald 
Lodge. Both bodies were 
dragged away from the 
campsite.

The report, entitled The 1980s: A 
Decade of Diversity, will go to the 
commission for action. 

THE COMMITTEE says its most 
important conclusion was that Cana¬ 
dian television services “are very far 
from satisfying the needs and expec¬ 
tations of some millions of Canadians 
living outside the heavily-populated 
areas in the south. 

“We cannot stress too strongly the 
immediacy of the problem: Alterna¬ 
tive television programming must be 
provided from Canadian satellites 
with no further delay.” 

Pay-TV, which lets viewers pay to 
see first-run movies, sports and 
shows not seen on regular televi¬ 
sion, is spreading quickly in the U.S. 
where cable television is less exten¬ 
sive relatively than here. 

THE COMMITTEE says pay TV 
should be approved “on condition 
that these new services make a sig¬ 
nificant and positive contribution to 
broadcasting in Canada, make effec¬ 
tive use of Canadian resources, and 
that a significant amount of the 
revenues flow to the Canadian pro¬ 
gram-production industry.” 

The committee also said more 


programs on Canadian satellites 
would alleviate the current contro 
versy over the use of unauthorized 
earth stations to pick off television 
signals from U.S. satellites and 
transmit them in remote areas. 

Picking off the signals violates 
agreements with the U.S. while 
transmitting them breaks Canadian 
laws. 

IN VICTORIA, Science Minister 
Pat McGeer said that while he was 
pleased with some aspects of the 
CRTC brief he still felt there was 
a long way to go before the commis¬ 
sion accepted the fact that less, not 
more, regulation of television signals 
was required. 

McGeer noted that the brief still 
refused to accept the fact that dish- 
receivers for TV signals were now a 
fact of life and, in his opinion, well 
within the protection of existing 
laws. 

McGeer has claimed since install¬ 
ing a dish-receiver (earth station) on 
the lawns of the Legislature that any 
citizeri was entitled to install such a 
dish providing the signals received 
were not resold. 

McGeer contended that TV sig¬ 
nals, like radio signals, should be 
available freely to anyone with the 
equipment to pick them up. 


OTTAWA (CP) — Pay-television 
should be introduced in Canada, but it 
is not the most effective way to 
improve television service to north¬ 
ern and other remote communities, 
says a committee of the Canadian 
Radio-television and Telecommuni¬ 
cations Commission. 

The committee says pay-TV 
should be introduced only after the 
commission has dealt with applica¬ 
tions for licences to deliver more 
Canadian programs and some 
American programs by satellite. 

It sets a loose priority list on who 
should get first crack at satellite 
channels. The CBC national services 
and provincial educational services 
are first, private broadcasters and 
cable companies next and pay-TV 
last. 


BUT THE committee says appli¬ 
cations should be open to anyone. 

As an interim experimental mea¬ 
sure the federal gpvemment should 
arrange and pay for alternative pro¬ 
grams to be beamed off Canadian 
satellites to areas which now receive 
little or no television. 

The recommendations are includ¬ 
ed in a report, released Thursday, of 
a nine-member committee headwl by 
commissioner Real Therrien which 
held public hearings earlier this year

Sewage plant objection raised

NANAIMO —The Nanai¬ 
mo region will oppose the 
application by Duke Point 
Developments for a pack¬ 
age sewage treatment 
plant. 

The regional board de¬ 
cided this week that it 
would oppose the applica¬ 
tion to allow 10,000 gallons 
per day to be discharged 
into Northumberland 
Channel from the proposed 
package treatment plant. 

The region has a policy of 
opposing package treat¬ 
ment plants and has been 
asked by the city of Nanai¬ 


mo to prepare plans for a 
sewer trunk to Duke Point. 

Dayton and Knight, con¬ 
sulting engineers for the 
region, said that the pro¬ 
posed package treatment 
plant would be expensive 
for the region to operate 
and would degrade the 
waters of Northumberland 
Channel. 

The application for a pol¬ 
lution control permit has 
been made by H. A. Simons 
Ltd. on behalf of puke 
Point Developments. 

Dayton and Knight said 
that they believe there are 
two better options for sew¬ 
age treatment for Duke 
Point. 


One would be for the re¬ 
gion to extend the Nanaimo 
interceptor southward 
along the Nanaimo River 
and then to run a trunk 
sewer to Duke Point. 

Another would be for the 
city to require the develop¬ 
ment to connect to the city 
sewer system by building a 
pipeline across the estuary 
on the alignment of the 
city’s old south outfall 
sewer. 

The interceptor system, 
which Dayton and Knight 
considers the best option, 
would cost about $5 mil¬ 
lion. 

Dayton and Knight esti¬ 
mated the connection to the 


city sewer system would 
cost $2 million, while the 
proposed package treat¬ 
ment plant would cost 
about $500,000. 

The region’s consultants 
said H. A. Simons have pro¬ 
posed the region operate 
the Duke Point package 
treatment plant, and that 
would cost about $60,000 
per year. 

Ten per cent annual in¬ 
flation would raise the cost 
to $120,000 in seven years, 
the consultants added. 

Dayton and Knight also 
expressed concern that the 
application for the package 
treatment plant no longer 


showed the project as only 
a temporary solution for 
the Duke Point sewage 
treatment. 

Once the application for 
the Duke Point package 
treatment plant is adver¬ 
tised, those opposed to the 
project have 30 days to file 
objections. 

Regional directors this 
week took some time decid¬ 
ing whether to refer the 
whole issue back to the 
public works committee, 
but eventually agreed al¬ 
most unanimously to go 
ahead and oppose the ap¬ 
plication. 


Nanaimo gets screen surprise

NANAIMO —EVer see Some¬ 
thing unexpected on your televi¬ 
sion screen? 

City of Nanaimo officials got a 
real shock last winter when they 
carried out a closed-circuit televi¬ 


sion inspection of the city’s sewer 
lines. 

They found beady eyes looking 
back at them. 

The eyes belonged to rats, a 
common problem in waterfront 
cities such as Nanaimo. 

Since then the city has been

carrying out an extermination pro¬ 
gram of the sewer rats and plans to 
continue with the project as part of 
its environmental health duties. 

City director of public works A. 
W. MacDonald told city council 
this week that when the city sent 
the travelling miniature TV cam¬ 
era down into the sanitary sewer 
lines, it got some actual photo¬ 
graphs of the rats moving through 
the sewers. 

“We felt that bail placed on the 
dry areas of the sewer manholes 
might be a very effective way to 
control the increasing rodent prob¬ 
lem,” MacDonald said. 

The city contracted Swift Exter¬ 
minating of Nanaimo to carry out 
the job. 

The program has now been un¬ 
derway for several months and 
city officials feel that it ii a worth 
whjht project and will continue it 
so far as the budget allows, par 
Ucularlv during the dry months 

During this first year. MacLton 
aid said, the exterminating pro¬ 
gram will concentrate on the ma 
lerfront areas of the city, since 


experts believe this is the most 
popular habitat for rodents. 

The rats show no discrimination, 
cither, showing up in ail water¬ 
front areas of the city, from the 
expensive Cilaire subdivision to 
the industrial areas in the southend 
of town. 

Brian Maddison of Swift Exter¬ 
minating told the city that in the 
area of the Civic Arena and Ci¬ 
laire, the rats seem to be the 
hungriest, taking “all the bait we 
can give them.” 

Other areas where bait has been 
taken include the southend. John¬ 
ston Terminal yard and Marl¬ 
borough Drive. 

The program has also been con¬ 
ducted at the CPR yard. Bastion 
Street, Rosehill Street and the hos¬ 
pital area. 

MacDonald said that the city is 
also continuing its program of an¬ 
swering residents' rats com¬ 
plaints. with 58 properties visited 
so far this year. 

MacDonald said that the sewers 
are a sealed system and that there 
are no problems with other ani¬ 
mals getting (he bait 


lish the home were 
"leaked” to them. 

The residents immedi¬ 
ately prepared a petition 
with 80 signatures and pre¬ 
sented it to North Cowichan 
council but council's recep¬ 
tion was “less than friend¬ 
ly." 

Despite council’s bless 
ing and assurances from 
Wisteria House society ex¬ 
ecutives, the residents re¬ 
main concerned the group 
home will have a major 
negative impact on their 
neighborhood. 

Fears were expressed 
that the facility will be¬ 
come an institution rather 
than a home and about the 
security of the neighbor¬ 
hood being threatened. 

The residents said they 
were concerned about the 
type of people to be housed 
in the home and they ob¬ 
jected to what they termed 
“being kept in the dark” 
about the whole project. 

They blame both North 
Cowichan and the Wisteria 
society for presenting them 
with an "accomplished 
fact” and feel that a public 
hearing into the matter 
shuld have been held 
However. Jim Dias, 
deputy municipal clerk, 
said an application for pub¬ 
lic institutional use can be 
made in any zone, subject 
to review by council. 

Dias said there are no 
requirements about post 
ing notice of such an eppli 
cation on the properly 
Wisteria House will cater 
to adults with long standing 
psychiatric problems, who 
will stay for periods vary¬ 
ing from three months to a 
year or more, according to 
their individual needs. 

The aim of the program 
conduced at the house will 
Jye treatment based yn the 
goal of eventual integra¬ 
tion back into the commu¬ 
nity. 

All residents will be 
screened by a committee of 
health professionals prior 
to acceptance for treat 
ment. 

The residents are expect 
ed to have problems coping 
with daily living and may 
be labelled schizophrenic 
or withdrawn. 

Allison Cutler, commu 
nity care facilities co-or¬ 
dinator for the health min 
istry, said there will be 
24-hour supervision of the 
facility by both profession¬ 
al and lay staff. 

“We arc assured that 
persons with extreme act 
ing out or aggressive be¬ 
haviors or homicidal tendc 
cies will not be considered 
for placement in this facil¬ 
ity." 

Dr. Khai Thio, vice-presi¬ 
dent of the society and a 
phychologist, said he was 
anxious to reassure area 
residents about the nature 
of treatment and the types 
of |>eople who would be in¬ 
volved. 

He said candidates for 
treatment had to volunteer 
for the centre and were 
then screened by the execu 
live,-who would look for 
signs of stabilized behavior 
pattens before admitting. 

The patients could be re¬ 
ferred from phyehiatric in 
stitutions like Essondale or 
Riverview as well as from 
the psychiatric.ward at 
Cowichan District Hospi¬ 
tal, or through local gen 
eral practitioners and spe 
cialists. 

He said ”we want people 
to be reassured that no pa 
tients who ac known to be 
violent will be housed 
here." 

“If persons became un 
predictale, moody or po 
tentially violent, we would 
step in and have them re¬ 
moved. There will be no 
alcoholics or drug addicts 
admitted," Thio said. 

He pointed out that mem 
bers of his executive had 
met with local residenls on 
two occasions and had of 
fered to keep them up to 
date withdevelopments on 
the project, and would be 
soliciting support and 
direct involvement on the 
part of the neighboring 
community.

ELKWATER, Alta. (CP) 
— Running a 33,000-acrc 
cattle ranch in the boon¬ 
docks is no longer a guaran¬ 
tee of privacy for freedom- 
loving cowboys like Perry 
Alfred Yeast. 

The plain-talking 63- 
ycar-old, known as P.A. to 
his friends, misses the days 
when this barren country 
was largely inaccessible, 
hidden behind the scenic 
Cypress Hills in southeast¬ 
ern Alberta. 

"When we first came to 
this country there were no 
roads,” said Yeast in a 
John Wayne monotone. 

'Tvc been on the ranch 
here for four months and 
never gone to town. I 
thought nothin' of it. We'd 
get a load of grub in the fall 
and that would do us till 
spring.” 

But with the highways 
and fast cars have come 
the people. To Yeast, who" 
moved on to his' ranch in 
1917, they’re a nuisance. 
But he also knows they 
have to be tolerated. 

"It seems nowadays they 
can't leave us- alone any¬ 
more. There's this fella 
coinin' and that fella 
cornin'," he said in an in¬ 
terview at his comfortable 
home built in a cozy, tree- 
lined coulee. 

• “It used to be you could 
sit on these ranches and see 
very few people. But now 
ihey got people huntin' ■ 
bugs. I’ve got a man'down 
here now sludyin' the coy¬ 
ote. 

“We still get a lot of inter- 
ference from oil men. 
Farm analysts, govern¬ 
ment men bother us. But 
we have to put up with this. 
This is the change."

OLDTIMER BULKS OVER CREEPING CIVILIZATION 



Some disasters can’t be 
avoided even with all the 
modem conveniences, ma¬ 
chinery or medicines. 

One such calamity struck 
Yeast in the winter of 1967, 
when a snow storm hit sud¬ 
denly in December and he 
lost 30 head of cattle. Tem¬ 
peratures dropped to 
minus 10 C and the wind 
reached 80 kilometres an 
hour for three days. 

"This was early in the 
year and a lot of cattle got 
caught out from the hol- 
rmvs and they froze to 
death. I seen cattle stand¬ 
ing up froze to death. 

"I never seen that in my 
life before. The oldtimers 
had told me about it but 
that’s the first time I seen 
it." 

Even some of the cattle 
that survived the storm, 
died in the spring. 

“When they get frozen 
like that, when spring 
comes and they thaw out 
they get a jelly under their 
hide and it all turns black 
and they get blood poison¬ 
ing."

ranch he runs with two of 
his sons is not large com¬ 
pared with some others in 
the neighborhood, has 
about 900 head of cattle 
with 350 calves this year. 

Most of them arc Here- 
fords, but he also has a 
small herd of Texas longh¬ 
orns that he started as a 
hobby 13 years ago. The 
hobby soon mushroomed 
into a thriving adjunct to 
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his Hereford business. 

The longhorn bulls are 
sold to other ranchers who 
use them for breeding 
yearling heifers. The 
longhorn-bred yearlings 
produce small calves, 
about 25 to 30 pounds, so 
they have less trouble at 
calving time and the off¬ 
spring grow quickly. 

The only time a note of 
exasperation crept into 
Yeast’s easy-going nature 
was during a discussion of 
land prices and the prob¬ 
lems facing young men try- 
ing to start their own 
spreads. 

When he broke out on his 
own, he paid about $150 a 
quarter section for his 33.- 
ooo acres, which Is about 
206 quarter sections. 

“Today, they’re paying 


long days of hard work, 
year-round: haying, calv¬ 
ing, branding, hauling feed 
in the winter, moving cattle 
from spring pastures to 
summer pastures and then 
to winter quarters, con¬ 
stantly checking the cattle 
for disease and pests.

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Weatherman calls the shots as best he can 



Dressier checks weather readout 


It was the practice in ancient times for 
disgruntled potentates to execute mes¬ 
sengers bearing ill tidings, and that old 
legend seems to have some modern-day 
applications. 

These days it’s the local weatherman 
who is sometimes the victim of the shoot- 
the-messenger syndrome. 

Weather forecasters are the people we 
love to hate—the culprits who spoil pic¬ 
nics, rain on parades, cause baseball 
games to be cancelled and make car 
tires feel square in winter. 

BUT WEATHERMEN point out they 
don't bring the weather, they only predict 
it. 

And it just happens that Victoria is one 
of the most difficult areas around when it 
comes to predicting the weather. 

Environment Canada operates a pre¬ 
sentation office manned 21 hours a day by 
a meteorologist and eight technicians at 
Victoria International Airport near Pat 
Bay. 

It works under a kind of double jeop¬ 
ardy, for not only Is the area famed for 
unpredictability but the weather assess¬ 
ments come from Vancouver. 

"The forecast comes from Vancouver 
and the Victoria office can 'massage,’ 
that is, rework the start of the issued 


forecast if it doesn't agree with current 
weather conditions," says Victoria me¬ 
teorologist Norm Dressier. 

DRESS I.ER SAID the Victoria office, 
equipped with sophisticated electronic- 
gear including visibility sensors and 
infra-red sensors to scan cloud height, 
provides weather information to central 
and southern Vancouver Island. 

Part of the job involves answering 
inquiries from a range of ‘publics.’ 

"We supply information to the media, 
aviation, marine and travel industries, 
sportsmen and farmers, among others,” 
,says Dressier. 

He said the workload varies and is 
dependent on the weather. "The worse 
the weather, the more calls we have. For 
example, during the snowstorm last Janu¬ 
ary the office logged 1,700 calls in one 
24-hour period.” 

Public response to inaccurate fore¬ 
casts varies, but Dressier says that by 
and large the public is quite understand¬ 
ing. 

“Predicting the weather is a bit like 
predicting the outcome of a football 
game,” he says. “You go into intricate 
detail and arrive at the most Jtkcly 
choice, but you still might be wrong.”

cian George Kyle says he is pleasantly 
surprised by the public's understanding of 
the problems of forecasting. 

“There was a classic series of poor 
forecasts caused by the infamous group of 
cold low pressure systems in June and 
part of July but most people were pretty 
understanding about the imponderables 
and complexities of predicting weather 
around Victoria,” Kyle says. 

“We have plenty of technological 
hardware—satellite pictures, informa¬ 
tion from the weatherships and so on, but 
the fact remains it is hard to tell what will 
transpire in meteorology.” 

He added the media can be notorious in 
misinterpreting what the weather office 
says. “The office will say a few showers 
are expected and next thing you hear is a 
broadcaster telling listeners the weath¬ 
er office is calling for rain. 

"Tne real test for the weather office is 
the success rate and, while we're not 
always on, It’s certainly better than look¬ 
ing out of a window and sticking your 
finger up in the air,” Kyle says. 

"We must be serving a function as 
people keep listening." 

PREDICTING IS a complicated pro¬ 
cess. The 1 T*-,second forecast heard on 
radio results from hours of preparation 
that could have begun as far away as Mos¬ 
cow. . 

B.C.’s nerve centre for weather is the 
Atmospheric Environment Service 
branch in Vancouver, where 50 people, 
including 27 meteorologists, keep the 
office going around fhe clock.

More than 120 people crowded 
into the Victoria city council 
chamber Wednesday night for a 
second public hearing to allow the 
proposed Wharf Street convention 
centre to go ahead. 

Both opponents and supporters 
of the SS-m i 11 ion project were well 
represented. The number of 
speakers against the development 
slightly outnumbered those in 
favor, but the frequent applause 
and cheering was balanced. 

The second hearing was neces¬ 
sary because the bylaw permitting 
construction of the convention 
centre was declared invalid by the 
B.C. Supreme Court, which ruled 
that the city didn't give proper 
notification of the first public 
hearing to property owners and 
tenants adjacent to the site that 
was to be rezoned. 

Wednesday night was exclu¬ 
sively devoted to the expression of 


public opinion on the proposed re¬ 
zoning which will permit public 
buildings, including a convention 
centre, to be built on the Inner 
Harbor waterfront. / 

City council won’t vole on the 
rezolning until next Thursday’s 
regular meeting. 

Much of the opposition centred 
around the "desecration" of the 
Inner Harbor by concrete and 
glass. 

But supporters pointed out that 
the Inner Harbor was ah urban 
setting which should be used for 
development that will attract peo¬ 
ple to the waterfront. 

Opponents said no public- 
money should be spent on a project 
that will primarily benefit the 
downtown business community, 
but supporters countered that 
everybody will benefit from a con¬ 
vention centre. 

Betty Gibbons of 923 Convent 
Place, a member of the Victoria 
Harbor Enhancement Society, 
said the matter should be put to 
referendum. 


She said the Reid site (so known 
because Vancouver developer 
Sandy Reid proposed a massive 
highrise for that property 10 years 
ago) was the wrong location for a 
convention centre. 

To be successful, a convention 
centre should be located near 
hotels and transportation facili¬ 
ties. 

Former Saanich alderman 
Edith Gunning said: "It is difficult 
to find fault with the use of that 
site for public buildings, consider¬ 
ing the existing mess.” 

Former Victoria alderman 
Murray Glazier^evelled a broad¬ 
side at his late colleagues, calling 
the rezoning "preposterous.” 

He said since the rezbning co¬ 
vered the entire waterfront from 
south of Johnson Street Bridge to' 
Laurel Point, buildings of 11 
metres in height could conceivably 
be constructed all around the 
Inner Harbor. 

“It s preposterous. What hap¬ 
pened? You've gone far, far over¬ 
board,” Glazier said. 


Robert Wheaton of Wheaton 
Construction, vice-president of the 
Victoria Chamber of Commerce, 
later said Glazier was a master of 
the irrelevant. 

Peter Hartnell, owner of the 
Queen Victoria Inn, speaking on 
behalf of the Victoria Harbor En¬ 
hancement Society, said the issue 
should be decided by referendum. 

He said Victoria developer and 
former Social Credit cabinet min¬ 
ister Sam Bawlf should be given 
(he opportunity to make good his 
pledge of building a convention 
centre anywhere the citizens want 
it at no cost to the taxpayers, 
provided he can add a hotel to the 
project. 

Eric Makovski of 3933 Ply¬ 
mouth said if the beneficiaries of 
the convention centre had tfrpay 
for the project, they wouldn’t put 
it at the waterfront. 

Without nearby accommoda¬ 
tion and restaurant facilities that 
could feed 1,500 people, a conven¬ 
tion centre couldn't be operated 
successfully, he said. 


Escape triggers 
call for alarm. 

The latest escape incident at William Head pris¬ 
on has rekindled a call for some kind of alarm 
system to warn residents near the federal, me¬ 
dium-security penitentiary of possible danger. 

Three men cut their way out of a dormitory over¬ 
night Monday and used a section of the prison w harf 
lo gain their freedom. On July 4. a convicted armed 
robber also used a raft lo escape from the prison. A 
week later, two others used a section of old wharf lo 
get to an adjacent beach and also made good on 
their getaway. 

None of the six has yet been recaptured. 

A total of 10 prisoners have escaped so far this 
year. 

John Waterman, a resident in the area, suggest¬ 
ed Wednesday that the time might be right to make 
another pitch to the federal justice ministry for 
some kind of warning device. 

The original proposal was turned down by the 
federal government, which felt an alarm might only 
cause the community and the escaper to panic and 
possibly lead to a violent siluation. 

Waterman countered that the argument was not 
valid because the prison was in a rural area where 
the escaper could avoid going near residences. 


$60 million Greater Victoria sewage plan 

Tap Ottawa call 


Victoria Aid. Robert Wright wants to 
tap Ottawa for funds to build a $60 
million sewage treatment plan! that 
would serve Greater Victoria. 

Wright, chairman of the regional solid 
waste management committee, says 
without federal help, the cost of con¬ 
structing a secondary sewage treatment 
plant is too much for local taxpayers. 

Such a project, he says, would result in 
a 10 per cent tax increase in the four core 
municipalities, or $X0 to $90 a year for the 
average single-family home at current as¬ 
sessments, 

Wright stressed the regional board has 
no plans for the immediate construction 
of sewage treatment facilities. Outfalls at 
Clover and McMicking Points, he says, 
are necessary as short-term solutions. 

Even if planning for a treatment plant 
began now, it would take up to 10 years to 
complete, Wright says. 

He says he will submit a report to the 
regional board within 60 days, recom¬ 
mending that the provincial government, 


services for the Pacific region, has been 
in the business for 30 years, but even with 
that kind of experience concedes that 
mistakes are an occupational hazard. 

Forecasting the weather, he says, de¬ 
pends primarily on flow patterns (wind 
and pressure systems) and moisture pat¬ 
terns (rain and snow). 

Flow patterns are disseminated to 
points throughout the world from one of 
three meteorological centres—Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., Moscow and Melbourne, Aus¬ 
tralia—fed by 35,000 observation stations 
around the world. -S 

FOR EXAMPLE, a British weather 
report would go the national meteorologi¬ 
cal centre at Bracknell near London, then 
to Moscow and Washington, and finally to 
a computer in Canada's meteorological 
centre in Montreal. 

The Montreal computers and two in 
Washington take collected world data and 
produce a three-dimensional picture of 
atmospheric movement, frog} which pro¬ 
jections are made. The Vancouver of¬ 
fice receives a picture from each of these 
computers, and meteorologists must 
choose the one they think most accurate. 

“These models do not give 100 per cent 
accurate solutions,” said Williams. 
“Sometimes none of the solutions is 
right.” 

The moisture pattern is harder lo pre¬ 
dict. The constant growth and dissipa 
lion of clouds allows forecasters lo pre¬ 
dict only 36 hours ahead, making the 
margin for error in an extended forecast 
that much greater.

Olympics head into red 


MOSCOW (AP) — Thtr 
Moscow Olympic Games 
were expected to be a 
source of much-needed 
hard currency for the So¬ 
viet Union, but the boycott 
and slow ticket sales over¬ 
all could turn them into a 
financial failure. 

Western attendance at 
the troubled Games is down 
to as little as a quarter 
of projected figures, and 
East Bloc attendence has 
dropped as well, prelimin¬ 
ary figures hero show. 

- The steep drop from the 
projected 300,000 foreign 
tourists expected during 
the three weeks of the 
Olympics could mean a loss 


of as much as $200 million 
in hard currency for the 
Soviet Union, according to 
one western estimate. 

While the U.S.-led boy¬ 
cott over the Soviet inter 
vention in Afghanistan is 
generally cited as the rea¬ 
son for the lower-than-ex- 
pected attendance, ticket 
sales appeared to be slower 
than expected even before 
the boycott was initiated. 

Because some national 
figures are in question or 
are only estimates, qver-all 
numbers of Olympic visi¬ 
tors are still approximate. 
Soviet tourist authorities 
claim they don’t know 
themselves yet how many 


tourists are coming to the 
Olympics. 

But from checks with 2(1 
western embassies and na 
tional travel bureaus, it ap¬ 
pears that only about 30,000 
tourists will be in Moscow 
during the Games from na 
lions which had been allot 
ted tickets for close to 130, 
000 . 

Before the boycott was 
launched by U.S. President 
Carter, about 18,500 Ameri 
cans were expected to visit 
the Soviet Union during the 
Games. Now that figure is 
down to about 3,000. Ameri¬ 
cans who decided to go to 
Moscow despite the lack of 
a U.S. team have generally 


said they either wanted to 
see the Games anyway or 
that they had paid for the

OTTAWA— Prime Minister Trudeau and Al¬ 
berta Premier Peter Lougheed this morning enter 
their second tense day of oil price haggling, after a 
six-hour huddle Thursday produced no tangible 
results.

Their original 
plan was to meet for one day only. 

But among, politicians in Ottawa, the 1 chief topic 
of conversation Thursday was the possibility of an 
emergency House of Commons session next month, 
should no agreement be reached today. 

A rumor was spreading that Trudeau might decide 
to recall MPs Aug. 15 or thereabouts to vote on legislation 
allowing the federal government to set a new national oil 
price unilaterally. 

Lougheed and Trudeau spent Thursday morning at 
the prime minister's Harrington Lake summer resi¬ 
dence, broke for lunch with their respective officials, 
then bargained till late irrthc afternoon at 24 Sussex. 

All negotiating was behind closed doors. Report¬ 
ers who hoped to get some hint of the direction the 
talks were taking by waiting outside Trudeau's door 
were shooed away by officials in mid-afternoon. 

In constrast to this atmosphere of frustrating se¬ 
crecy, the federal energy department was eagerly- 
dispensing fuel-saving tips to consumers fearing the 
worst. 

Energy officials*refused RNalk dollars, but agreed 
that whatever (he outcome of today's talks, oil prices 
would soon go up with a painful jolt. 

The current Canadian oil price is $11.75 a barrel. On 
international markets, oil is selling at prices ranging 
from $30 to $37. 


Rebels run

LA PAZ (AP) — Miners 
and peasants opposed to 
the new right-wing smbtary 
regime continued to occupy 
strongholds south of La Paz 
on Thursday, but travellers 
said the area was running 
out of food and basic neces¬ 
sities. 

The government said one 
soldier was shot to death in 
a clash near Huanuni, a 
mining district about 400 
kilometres south of La Paz. 

Reports from the region 
were sketchy and it was 
not clear how many people 
were resisting or how well 
they were armed. 

The miners were instru¬ 
mental in overthrowing the 
army in a 1952 revolution 
that brought widespread 
social reform. They repre¬ 
sent the only organized re¬ 
sistance to the new govern¬ 
ment, which seized power 


July 17 after overthrowing 
President Lidia Gueiler.

“When all necessary ren¬ 
ovations have been made, 
the hospital will be able to 
handle an additional 2,500 
surgical cases a year,” 
Mair said. 

The first phase of the 
proposal, which originated 
with the hospital board, is 


expected to be ready w ithin 
six months. 

"Short-stay surgical pa 
tienls require services and 
support that are not always 
easy to distribute through¬ 
out a large hospital," the 
minister said. 

Staff and supply cosTs 
are expected to be about $1 
million a year.

On Saturday, women will 
walk from Esquimau to 
Beacon Hill Park to "take 
back the night.” 


Victoria Rape/Assault 
Centre spokesman Sun 
shine Coldstream said 
Thursday the torchlit walk 
is meant to deal with the 
fear of sexual assault and 
harassment that women 
experience on the streets, 
particularly at night. 

The rape/assault centre 
is sponsoring the walk, 
which starts at 10 p.m. 

Coldstream said in att in¬ 
terview that other Cana¬ 
dian cities will hold similar 
nighttime gatherings, 
which are called "Women 
Take Back The Night." __ 

She said, "Women in par¬ 
ticular carry this fear of 
sexual assualt and harass¬ 
ment with them wherever 
they go. Perhaps residen¬ 
tial streets more so than 
well-lighted city streets are 
dapgerous for women. 

“On this walk we want to 
deal with this fear by 
bringinglt out into the 
open. The walk is for all 

women.” 

She said recently there 
had been a number of rapes 
in the Bastion Square area 
of Victoria. 

"In a sense, the walk is a 
commemoration of the sur¬ 
vival of these women,” she 
said. 

Some residential areas of 
Esquimau are dangerous 
for women, and Beacon 
Hill Park is also dangerous 
'-for women and even men, 
she said. 

"Many women feel iso¬ 
lated with this kind of fear. 
Those who cannot go on 
the walk can put a lighted 
candle in their window.” 

Some of the women on 
the walk will be carrying 
torches, she said. 

The route begins at Har¬ 
bour Road, on the Esqui¬ 
mau side of the Johnson 
Street bridge, and follows 
Government Street to the 
totem pole at Beacon Hill 
Park. 

Explaining the purpose 
of the walk, Coldstream 
quoted a song by American 
songwriter Holly Near, 
which says, in part: "Our 
fear is turning to 
anger/Our anger is turning 
to rage/And vj6 won’t live 
our lives in a «S>e ..

Lonely tepee respite 
from growing city 


A Victoria musician who lives part 
of the time in a tepee near downtown 
Victoria says it keeps her in touch 
with nature. 

But in a growing city like Victoria, 
getting close to nature may be getting 
harder all the time. 

The tepee is an incongruous sight, 
sitting within view of apartment 
buildings. 

Buffalo—the name she has given 
herself—said this week the tepee "is 
a very spiritual space. It's a circle, 
it’s close to nature and keeps me 
centred and grounded and in touch 
with the earth and with my roots." 

The 29-ycar-old Wisconsin native 
said she is part Winnebago, a tribe 
that comes from the Great Lakes 
region. 

She chose the name Buffalo be ; 
cause to the Plains Indians life cen¬ 
tred around the buffalo. 

The tepee has a dirt fireplace inside 
and smoke flaps. It’s not habitable in 
winter because of flooding in the 
yard. * 

For the past three summers the 
tepee has stayed in the baeklot of a 
house she rents, surrounded by black¬ 
berry bushes, a garden, trees, and a 
coop with 14 chickens. 

Buffalo said she has also lived in 
the tepee in James Bay and Saanich. 

The (epee is a retreat where she can 


go to chant and play her drums and 
“feel like I’m away from the city.” 

Some of her drums she has made 
out of wood and gourds. 

The tepee is 5.5 metres (18 feet) 
high and 5.5 metres around. The can¬ 
vas was made by an Oregon tepee, 
company but the poles, on which* 
faded red flags wave in the wind, 
were cut from young saplings on 
Saltspring Island. 

The inside of the tepee has a dirt 
floor covered with plastic, grass 
mats, buffalo hide, and deerhide. • 

An old horse skull ("I found it in the 
Utah desert") and some candles 
decorate a table that faces the fire¬ 
place. Navajo and Mexican blankets 
cover two small beds. 

The tepee’s smoke flaps can be 
opened or closed depending on the 
direction of the wind or if it’s rain¬ 
ing. 

Inside the tepee, a canvas lining 
creates a draft that blows smoke 
through the smoke hole. 

"The tepee is amazingly well-de¬ 
signed," she said. "It can withstand 
hurricanes and tornados." 

But it cannot stand against time. 

With the new Blanshard express¬ 
way completed, the tepee is within 
earshot of wailing police and ambu¬ 
lance sirens. 

"It used to be so quiet here,” Buf¬ 
falo said. 


Shipbuilding jobs lost 
to ‘Ottawa bashing’? 


Tweaking Ottawa's nose is one thing. 

.poing hat-in-hand for help, is another. 

And Neil Hindle hopes the contrast won’t prove 
harmful now that help is needed for a West Coast 
shipping industry caught in one of its blue funk periods. 

“When the provincial government approaches Ot¬ 
tawa asking that the 20 per cent subsidy remain I 
hope the Ottawa bashing that has been going on will 
be forgotten,” International Brotherhood of Boiler¬ 
makers business agent Hindle said Thursday. 

What is needed, he said, is a spirit of co-operation if 
work and jobs are to be salvaged. 

bon Challinor, Victoria manager for the Burrard 
Yarrows Corp., said Wednesday the 720-strong workforce 
in the Victoria Yarrows yards would likely be reduced by 
as much as 300 within six months by the federal gov¬ 
ernment decision to reduce subsidies to nine per cent 
from the current 20 per cent. ► 

The provincial government and the industry are 
asking federal transport minister Jean-Luc Pepin to 
reconsider. 

“The boilermakers are 100 per cent behind the 
shipbuilders’ and provincial government's request," said 


Hindle, who has some 330 of his members at Work at

haul, or to have a replacement ship built for the 
Maggie’s former Victoria-Seattlo tourist run. 

The old ship’s replacement by the smaller Vic¬ 
toria Princess (formerly the Queen of Prince Ru 
perl) this season has been matched bv a pronounced 
drop in business. 

Social Credit MLA Jack Davis has already suggest¬ 
ed an overhaul for the Marguerite, Hindle noted. 

Either the pvcrhaul or building of a new ship 
would be a timely dose of medicine for an ailing in 
dustry, Hindle believes. 

"Something has to be done now so that the tra¬ 
desmen in this vital industry don't scatter to the 
winds," he said. 


Hunt for $200,000 more 
spurs trade tax review 


A complete review and 
possible restructuring of 
Victoria’s trade and busi¬ 
ness licensing regulations 
was ordered Thursday by 
city council's finance com¬ 
mittee. 

The move followed sev¬ 
eral unsuccessful attempts 
in recent months to extract 
an additional $200,000 a 
year from Victoria’s busi¬ 
ness community to cover 
the city’s share of the pro¬ 
posed convention centre’s 
operating deficit. 

So far, every scheme to 
raise the additional reve¬ 
nue has been frustrated by 
resulting inequities. 

When council proposed to 
discontinue the practice of 
allowing businesses to 


abate their trades licence 
fees against their business 
taxes, that is, deduct the 
smaller from the larger 
amount and pay only the 
difference, a number of 
lawyers and doctors 
claimed they would bear 
the brunt of the burden. 

Finance committee 
chairman Aid. Frank Car- 
son said Thursday it was 
impossible to levy the addi¬ 
tional revenue fairly and 
equitably by amending ex¬ 
isting regulations. 

The only solution, he 
said, was to revamp the 
entire licence fee struc¬ 
ture. 

City manager James 
Bramley said it would 
probably take six months to 


complete the study and 
come back to council with 
specific recommenda¬ 
tions. 

If approved by city coun¬ 
cil, the Wharf Street con¬ 
vention centre won’t be in 
full operation until late 
1981, but some deficit will 
be incurred sooner because 
a general manager is to be 
hired this year. 

To cover any deficit be¬ 
fore the licensing regula¬ 
tions have been revamped, 
the committee recom¬ 
mended a small increase in 
the business tax only.

The 
total is expected to hit HU by the time 
the show goes on the air in late 
September As yet the show has not 
been sold in Canada. 

No attempt will be made to indicate 
to American audiences that the show 
is being produced in Canada, he said. 

And just in case Canadians aren't 
willing to make a deal with the same 
gusto as their Hollywood counter¬ 
parts once did. the show's producers 
have started ticket promotions in the 
Seattle area But according to one of
